AN ACT 

T« reritM and consolidate the Statntes of the United States In force on the flrst 
day of December, anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and seTcnty-three. 

TITIiE BIGHT. 

THE r>Ei>ARa?M:EN"r aw jusxick. 

Sec. 346. There shall be at the seat of Government an Executive De- 
partment to be known as the Department of Justice, and an Attorney- 
General, who shall be the head thereof. 

Sec. 347. There shall be in the Department of Justice an officer, 
learned in the law, to assist the Attorney -General in the pertbrmance 
of his duties, called the Solicitor-General, who shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and 
shall be entitled to a salarj^ of se<^en thousand Ave hundred dollars a 
year. In case of a vacancy in the office of Attorney- General, or of his 
absence or disability, the Solicitor General shall have power to exercise 
all the duties of that office. 

Sec. 348. There shall be in the Department of Justice three officers, 
learned in the law, called the Assistant Attorneys-General, who shall 
be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, and shall assist the Attorney-General and Solicitor-Gen- 
eral in the performance of their duties. Each of them is entitled to a 
salary of five thousand dollars a year. 

Sec. 349. There shall be in the Department of Justice a Solicitor of 
the Treasury, au Assistant Solicitor of the Treasury, a Solicitor of In- 
ternal Revenue, a Kaval Solicitor, and an Examiner of Claims for the 
Department of State, who shall be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, and shall be entitled to the 
following salaries : The Solicitor of the Treasury to four thousand dol- 
lars a year, the Assistant Solicitor of the Treasury to three thousand 
dollars a year, the Solicitor of Internal Revenue to five thousand dollars 
a year, the JN^aval Solicitor to three thousand five hundred dollars a 
year, and the Examiner of Claims for the Department of State four 
thousand dollars a year. 

Sec. 350. The officers named in the preceding section shall exercise 
their functions under the supervision and control of the head of the De- 
partment of Justice. 

Sec. 351. There shall be in the Department of Justice, 

One chief clerk, at a salary of two thousand two hundred dollars a 
year. 

One law clerk, acting as examiner of titles, at a salary of three thou- 
sand dollars a year. 

One stenographic clerk, at a salary of two thousand dollars a year. 

One clerk, at a salary of two thousand dollars a year.. 

One disbursing clerk. 

Six clerks of class four ; one clerk of class two ; one telegraph opera- 
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tor, atone thousand dollars ; five copyists, at nine hundred dollars each; 
one messenger ; two assistant messengers, two laborers, and two watch- 
men. 

In the office of the Solicitor of the Treasury : 

One chief clerk, at a salary of two thousand dollars a year, and such 
temporary clerks as may from time to time be needed, but the allowances 
for such temporary clerks shall in no one year exceed one thousand 
dollars. 

Four clerks of class four; two clerks of class three; three clerks of 
class two ; two clerks of class one ; one messenger, and one laborer. 

Sec. 352. The superintendent of the Treasury building shall from time 
to time provide such rooms as may be suitable and necessary for the 
accommodation of the Department of Justice, in some building in the 
vicinity of the Treasury building. 

Sec. 353. The seal heretofore provided for the office of the Attorney- 
. General shall be, with such change as the President shall approve, the 
seal of the Department of Justice. 

Sec. 354. The Attorney-General shall give his advice and opinion 
upon questions [of] law, whenever required by the President. 

Sec. 355. No public money shall be expended upon any site or land 
purchased by the United States, for the purposes of erecting thereon 
any armory, arsenal, fort, fortification, navy-yard, custom-house, light- 
house, or other public building, of any kind whatever, until the written 
opinion of the Attorney-General shall be had in favor of the validity of 
the title, nor until the consent of the legislature of the State in which 
the land or site may be, to such purchase, has been given. The district 
attorneys of the United States, upon the application of the Attorney- 
General, shall furnish any assistance or information in their power in 
relation to the titles of the public property lying within their respect- 
ive districts. And the Secretaries of theiDepartments,'4ipon-^theappli-! 
cation of the Attorney* General, shall procure any additional evidence 
of title which he may deem necessary, and which may ifot be in the 
possession of the officers of the Government, and the expense of procur- 
ing it shall be paid out of the appropriations made for the contingencies 
of the Departments respectively. 

Sec. 356. The head of any Bxecntive Department may require the 
opinion of the Attorney-General on any quei<tions of law arising in the 
administration of his Department. 

Seo. 357. Whenever a question of law arises in the administration of 
the Department of War or the Department of the Navy, the cognizance 
of which is not given by statute to some other officer from whom the 
head of the Department may require advice, it shall be sent to the At- 
torney-General, to be by him referred to the proper officer in his De- 
partment, or otherwise disposed of as he may deem proper. 

Sec. 358. Any question of law submitted to the Attorney-General 
for his opinion, except questions involving a construction of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, may be by him referred to such of his 
subordinates as he may deem appropriate, and he may require the writ- 
ten opinion thereon of the officer to whom the same may be referred. 
If the opinion given by such officer is approved by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, such approval, indorsed thereon, shall give the opinion the same 
force and effect as belong to the opinions of the Attorney -General. 

Sec. 359. Except when the Attorney- General, in particular cases, 
otherwise directs, the Attorney-General and Solicitor-General shall con- 
duct and argue suits and writs of error and appeals in the Supreme 
Court and suits in the Court of Claims, in which the United States is 
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intei^Bsted, and tlie AttorDey-General may, whenever he deems it for 
the interest of the United States, either in person conduct and argue 
any case in any court of the United States in which the United States 
is interested, or may direct the Solicitor-General or any officer of the 
Department of Justice to do so. 

Sec. 360. The Attorney-General may require any solicitor or officer 
of the Department of Jtistice to perform any duty required of the De- 
partment or any officer thereof. 

Seo. 361. The officers of the Department of Justice, under the direc- 
tion of the Attorney General, shall give all opinioirs'and' render ail serv^ 
ices requiring the skill of persons learned in the law necessary to enable 
the President and heads of Departments, and the heads of Bureaus, 
and other officers in the Departments, to discharge their respective 
duties; and shall, on behalf of the United States, procure the proper 
evidence for, and conduct, prosecute, or defend all suits and proceed- 
ings in the Supreme Court, and in the Court of Claims,, in which the 
United States, or any officer thereof, as such officer, is a party or may 
be interested ; and no fees shall be allowed or paid to any other attorney 
or counselor at law for any service herein required of the officers of the 
Department of Justice, except in the cases provided by section three 
hundred and sixty-three. 

Sec. 362. The Attorney-General shall exercise general superintend- 
ence and direction over the attorneys and marshals of all the districts of 
the United States and the Territories as to the manner of discharging 
their respective duties ; and the several district attorneys and marshals 
are required to report to the Attorney-General an account of their official 
proceedings, and of the state and condition of their respective offices, 
in such time and manner as the Attorney-General may direct. 

Sec. 363. The Attorney General shali, whenever in his opiqlon the 
public interest requires it, employ and retain in the name of the United 
States, such attorneys'andcounselors at lawashe'may think nebessary ' 
to assist the district attorneys in the discharge of their duties, and 
shall stipulate with such assistant attorneys and counsel the amount of 
compensation, and shall have supervision of their conduct and proceed- 
ings. 

Sec. 364. Whenever the head of a Department or Bureau gives the 
Attorney-General due notice that the interests of the United States re- 
quire the service of counsel upon the examination of wituesBes touching 
any claim, or upon the legal investigation of any claim, pending in such 
Department or Bureau, the Attorney General shall provide for such 
service. 

Sec. 366. No compensation shall hereafter be allowed to any person, 
besides the respective district attorneys and assistant district attorneys 
for services as an attorney or counselor to the United States, or to any 
branch or Department of the Government thereof, except in cases 
specially authorized by law, and then only on the certifceate of the At- 
torney General that such services were actually rendered, and. that the 
same could not be performed by the Attorney-General, or Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, or the officers of the Department of Justice, or by the district 
attornevs. 

Sec. 3^6. Every attorney or counselor who is specially retained, 
under the authority of the Department of Justice, to assist in the trial 
of any case in which the Government is interested, shall receive a com- 
mission from the head of such De])artment, as special assistant to the 
Attorney General, or to some one of the district attorneys, as the nature 
of the appointment may require, and shall take the oath required by 
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law to be taken by the district attorneys, and sliall be snbject to all 
the liabilities imposed upon them by law. 

Sec. 367. The Solicitor-General, or any officer of the Department of 
Justice, may be sent by the Attorney- General to any State or district 
in the United States to attend to the interests of the United States in 
any suit pending in any of the courts of the United States, or in the 
courts of any State, or to attend to any- other interest of the United 
States. 

Sec. 368. The Attorney- General shall exercise general supervisory 
powers over the accounts of district attorneys, marshals, clerks, and 
other officers of the courts of the United States. 

Sec. 369. The Attorney- General shall sign all requisitions for the ad- 
vance or payment of moneys appropriated for the Department of Justice, 
out of the Treasury, subject to the bame control as is exercised on like 
estimates or accounts by the First Auditor or First Comptroller of the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 370. Whenever the Solicitor-General, or any officer of the De- 
partment of Justice, is sent by the Attorney -General to any State, Dis- 
trict, or Territory, to attend to any interest of the United States, the 
person so sent shall receive, in addition to his salary, his actual and 
necessary expenses while absent from the seat of Government; the ac- 
count thereof to be verified by affidavit. 

Sec. 371. All moneys drawn out of the Treasury upon the requisition 
of the Attorney- General shall be disbursed by such one ot the clerks in 
the Department of Justice as the Attorney -General may designate. 

Sec. 372. The Solicitor of the Treasury shall have charge, within the 
Department of Justice, of the bool^s, papers, and records formerly apper- 
taining to the office of agent of the Treasury, or to the superintendence 
of the collection of outstanding direct taxes and internal duties which 
have been transferred to him by the act of May twenty-nine, eighteen 
hundred and thirty, and remain in his charge; and of the seal adopted 
for the office of the Solicitor of the Treasury. 

Sec. 373. Whenever the Solicitor of the Treasury receives informa- 
tion from a collector of duties that such collector has delivered any bond 
for duties to a district attorney for suit, the Solicitor of the Treasury 
shall make such entry thereof as that the attorney may duly appear 
chargeable therewith, uQtil the amount has been paid to the United 
States, or he has obtained judgment thereon and deliverexl execution to 
the marshal, or otherwise been duly discharged therefrom. 

Sec. 374. The Solicitor of the Treasury shall make constant and strict 
examinations and comparisons of the reports made by collectors of bonds 
for duties delivered by them to district attorneys for suit, and of the 
returns made by district attorneys of such bonds so received by them. 

Sec. 375. Whenever it api)ears that any collector has made return of 
any bond as in suit, or delivered for suit, which is not, at tlTe time, in 
suit or delivered for suit, or has returned any boud as in suit for the 
whole amount thereof, when part thereof has been paid to him, or as in 
suit for more than is actually due thereon, the Solicitor of the Treasury 
shall, immediately upon discovery thereof, communicate the facts to the 
President of the United States. 

Sec. 376. The Solicitor of the Treasury, under direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, shall take cognizance of all frauds or attempted 
frauds upon the revenue, and shall exercise a general supervision over 
the measures for their prevention and detection, and for the prosecution 
of persons charged with the commission thereof. 

Sec. 377. The Solicitor of the Treasury shall establish «^uch regula- 
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tion8, not iuconsistent with law, with the approbation of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, for the observance of collectors of the customs, and 
with the approbation of the Attorney-General, for the observance of 
district attorneys and marshals respecting suits iii which the United 
States are parties, as may be deemed necessary for the just responsi- 
bility of those oflBcers, and the prompt collection of all revenues and 
debts due and accruing to the TJnited States. But this section does 
not apply to suits lor taxes, forfeitures, or penalties arising under the 
internal-revenue laws. 

Sec. 378. The Solicitor of the Treasury shall report all moneys re- 
covered or collected under his direction to the officer from whom the 
bond or other evidence of debt was received, who shall give proper 
credit therefor, and he shall report in like manner all credits allowed by 
due course of law on any suits under his direction. 

Sec. 379. The Solicitor of the Treasury shall have power to instruct 
the district attorneys, marshals, and clerks of the circuit and district 
courts in all matters and proceedings appertaining to suits in which the 
United States is a party or interested, except suits for taxes, penalties, 
or forfeitures under the internal revenue laws, and to cause them, or 
either of them, to report to him from time to time any information he 
may require in relation to the same. 

Sec. 380. AU suits and proceedings arising out of the provisions of 
law governing national banking associations, in which the United States 
or any of its officers or agents shall be parties, shall be conducted by 
the district attorneys of the several districts under the direction and 
supervision of the Solicitor of the Treasury. 

Sec. 3S1. In the prosecution of any suit for money due the Post Office 
Department, the United States attorney conducting tlie same shall 
obey the direction which may be given him by the Department of Jus- 
tice. 

Sec. 382. When proceedings at law for money due the Post-Office 
De])artment are fruitless, the Department of Justice may direct the in- 
stitution of a suit in chancery, in any United States district or circuit 
court, to set aside fraudulent conveyances or trusts, or attach debts due 
the defendant, or obtain any other proper exercise of the powers of 
equity to have satisfaction of any judgment against such defendant. 

Sec. 383. The Attorney-General shall from time to time cause to be 
edited, and printed at the Government Printing Office, an edition of one 
thousand copies of such of the opinions of the law officers herein author- 
ized to be given as he may deem valuable for preservation in volumes, 
which shall be, as to size, quality of paper, printing, and binding, of 
uniform style and appearance, as nearly as practicable, with volume 
eight of such opinions, published by Eobert Farnbam, in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-eight. Each volume shall contain proper 
head-notes, a complete and full index, and such foot-notes as the Attor- 
ney-General may approve. Such volume shall be distributed in such 
manner as the Attorney-General may from time to time prescribe. 

Sec. 384. It shall be the duty of the Attorney-General to make to Con- 
gress, at the commencement of each regular session, a report of the 
business of the Department of Justice for the last preceding fiscal year, 
and of any other matters appertaining thereto that he may deem proper, 
including a statement of the several appropriations now or which may 
hereafter be placed under its control, the amount appropriated, and a 
detailed statement of the amounts used for defraying the expenses of 
the United States courts in each judicial district ; also the statistics of 
crime under the laws of the United States, and a statement of the num- 
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ber of causes, civil and criminal, pending during tbe preceding year in 
each of the several couits of the United States; and the Attorney- 
General shall hereafter annually report toCongress, in detail, tbe items, 
amuunts, and causes of expenditure of the contingent expenses of the 
Department. 

Sec. 885. The Attorney -General shall make an annual report to Con- 
gress of the names of all fwrsons employed or retaineil as attorneys or 
couuAelot's at law to assist any district attorneys in the performance of 
their duties, stating where and upon what business each was employed, 
and the (compensation paid to each. 

Sec. 38G. The JJepariment of Justice shall be charged with the dis- 
tribution to the various judges and court.s of the statutes, reports, and 
other judicial documents provided for by law. 

Sec. 387. A register of the statutes of the United States and reports 
of the Supreme Court, shall be kept, under the authority of the head of 
the Department of Justice, showing the quantity of each kind received 
by him from the Secretary of the Interior; and it shall be his duty to 
cause to be entered in such register, and at the proper time, when, 
where, and to whom the same, or any part of them, have been distrib- 
uted and delivered, and to report the same to Congress in his annual re- 
port.

CHAPTER FIVE. 

JUDICIAL CIRCUITS. 

Sec. 604. The judicial districts of the United States are divided into 
nine circuits, as follows: 

First. The first circuit includes the districts of Ehode Island, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire, and Maine. 

Second. The second circuit includes the districts of Vermont, Con- 
necticut, and New York. 

Third. The third circuit includes the districts of Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, and Delaware. 

Fourth. The fourth circuit includes the districts of Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, and South Carolina. 

Fifth. The fifth circuit includes the districts of Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas. 

Sixth. The sixth circuit includes the districts of Ohio, Michigan, Ken- 
tucky, and Tennessee. 

Seventh. The seventh circuit includes the districts of Indiana, Illi- 
nois, and Wisconsin. 

Eighth. The eighth circuit includes the districts of Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, and Colorado. 

Ninth. The ninth circuit includes the districts of California, Oregon, 
and Nevada. 
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TITLE THIRTEEN. 
CHAPTER FOURTEEX. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEYS, MARSHALS, ANP CLERKS. 

Sec. 767. There shall be aj)pointed in each district, except in the mid- 
dle district of Alabama, and the northern district of Georgia, and the 
western district of South Carolina, a person learned in the law, to act 
as attorney for the United States In such district. The district attorney 
of th^ northern district of Alabama shall pertorni the duties of district 
attorney of the middle district of said State; and the district attorney 
of the southern district of Georgia shall perform the duties of district 
attorney of the northern district of said State; and the district attor- 
ney of the eastern district of South Carolina shall f)erform the duties of 
district attorney for the western district of said State. 

Sec. 768. The district attorney of the district of Iowa shall ])erform 
the duties of district attorney for all the divisions of said district. 

Sec. 769. District attorneys shall be appointed for a term of four 
years, and their coo(imissions shall cease and exjDire at the expiration of 
four years from their respective dates. And every district attorney, 
before entering upon his oflSce, shall be sworn to a faithful execution 
thereof. 

Sec. 770. The district attorney for the southern district of New York 
is entitled to receive quarterly, for all his services, a salary at the rate 
of six thousand dollars a year. For extra services the district attorney 
for the district of California is entitled to receive a salary at the rate of 
five hundred dollars a year, and the district attorneys for all other dis- 
tricts at the rate of two hundred dollars a year. 

Sec. 771, It shall be the duty of every district attorney to f>rosecute, 
in his district, all delinquents for crimes and offenses cognizable under 
the authority of the United States, and all civil actions in which the 
United States are concerned, and, unless otherwise instructed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to appear in behalf of the defendants In all 
suits or proceedings pending in his district against collectors, or other 
officers of the revenue, for any act done by them, or for the recovery of 
any money exacted by or paid to such officers, and by them paid into 
the Treasury. 

Sec. 772. Every district attorney shall, on instituting any suit for 
the recovery of any fine, penalty, or forfeiture, immediately transmit to 
the Solicitor of the Treasury a statement thereof. 

Sec. 773. Every district attorney shall, immediately after the end of 
every term of the circuit and district courts for his district, forward to 
the Solicitor of the Treasury, except in the cases provided for in the 
next section, a full and particular statement, accompanied by the cer- 
tificate of the felerks of said courts, respectively, of all causes pending 
in said courts and of all causes decided therein during such term, in 
which the United States are party. He shall also, on the first day of 
October in each year, make a return to said Solicitor of the number of 
suits and proceedings commenced, pending, and determined within his 
district during the fiscal year next preceding the date of such return, 
showing the date when such proceeding or suit in each case was com- 
menced. If the determination thereof has been delayed or continued 
beyond the usual or reasonable period, the reasons must be set forth, 
and a statement must be made of the measures taken by the district at- 
torney to press such proceedings or suits to a close. 
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Sec. 774. When any salt or proceeding arising under the internal- 
revenue laws, to which the United States are party, or any snit or pro- 
ceeding against a collector or other ofScer of the internal revenue 
wherein a district attorney appears, is commenced, the attorney for the 
district in which it is brought shall immediately report to the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue the full particulars relating to the same ; and 
he shall, immediately after the end of each term of the court in which 
such suit or proceeding is pending, forward to the said Commissioner 
a full and particular statement of its condition. 

Sec. 775. Each district attorney shall, immediately after the end of 
every term in which any suit for moneys due on account of the Post- 
Office Department has been pending in his district, forward to the De- 
partment of Justice a statement of any judgment or order made, or step 
taken in the same, during such term, accompanied by a certificate of the 
clerk, showing. the parties to and amount of every such judgment, with 
such other information as the Department of Justice may require. And 
the said attorney shall direct speedy and effectual execution upon said 
judgment, and the United States marshal to whom the same is directed 
shall make returns of the procecilings thereon to the Department of 
Justice, at such times as it may direct. 

Sec. 776. A marshal shall be appointed in each district, except in the 
middle district of Alabama, and the northern district of Georgia, and 
the western district of South Carolina. The marshal of the southern 
district of Alabama shall perform the duties of marshal of the middle 
district of said State, and shall keep an office at Montgomery, in said 
middle district. The marshal of the southern district of Georgia shall 
perform the duties of marshal of the northern district of said State. 
The marshal of the eastern district of South Carolina shall perform the 
duties of marshal of the western district of said State. 

Sec. 779. Marshals shall be appointed for a term of four years. 

Sec. 780. E\'ery marshal may appoint one or more deputies, who shall 
be removable from office by the judge of the district court, or by the cir- 
cuit court for the district, at the pleasure of either. 

Sec. 781. Marshals are entitled to receive salaries, as a compensation 
for extra services, as follows : The marshal of the district of California, 
at the rate of tive hundred dollars a year ; the marshal of the districts of 
North Carolina, at the rate of four hundred dollars a year ; the marshals 
of all other districts, except the southern and eastern districts of New 
y^ork, the eastern district of Pennsylvania, the southern district of Illi- 
nois, the western district of Missouri, the northern and southern dis- 
tricts of Georgia, and the districts of Massachusetts, Maryland, and 
Nevada, at the rate of two hundred dollars a year. 

Sec. 782. Every marshal and deputy marshal shall, before he enters 
upon the duties of his appointment, take, before the district judge of 
the district, an oath or affirmation in the following form : *' I, A. B., do 
solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully execute all lawful pre- 
cepts directed to the marshal of the district of , under the author- 
ity of the United States, and true returns make, and in all things well 
and truly, and without malice or partiality, perform the duties of the 
office of marshal (or marshal's deputy, as the case may be) of the dis- 
trict of , during my continuance in said office, and take only my 

lawful fees. So help me God." The words " So help me God " shall be 
omitted in all cases where an affirmation is admitted instead of an oath : 
Provid^dj That when any person who is appointed deputy marshal re- 
sides and is more than twenty miles from the place where the district 
judge resides and is, the said oath of office may be taken by him before 
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any judge or justice of any State court within the same district, or before 
any justice of the peace having authority therein, or before any notary 
public duly appointed in such State, or before any commissioner of a 
circuit court for such district, and shall, when certified by such officer 
to the said district judge, be as effectual as if taken before such district 
judge. 

Seo. 783. Every marshal, before he enters on the duties of his office* 
shall give bond before the district judge of the district, jointly and sev- 
erally with two good and sufficient sureties, inhabitants and freeholders 
of such district, to be approved by said judge, in the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of said duties by himself 
and his deputies. Said bond shall be filed and recorded in the office of 
the clerk of the district court or circuit C9urt sitting within the district, 
and copies thereof, certified by the clerk, under the seal of the said 
court, shall be competent evidence in any court of justice. 

Sec. 784. In case of a breach of the condition of a marshal's bond, 
any person thereby injured may institute in his own name and for his 
sole use a suit on said bond, and thereupon recover such damages as 
shall be legally assessed, with costs of suit, for which execution may 
issue, for him in due form. If such party fails to recover in the suit, 
judgment shall be rendered and execution may issue against him for 
costs in faVor of the defendants; and the United States shall in no case 
be liable for the same. 

Seo. 785. The said bond shall remain, after any judgment rendered 
thereon, as a security for the benefit of any person injured by breach of 
the condition of the same, until the whole penalty has been recovered ; 
and the proceedings shall always be as directed in the preceding sec- 
tion. 

Sec. 786. Ko suit on a marshal's bond shall be maintained unless it 
is commenced within six years after the right of action accrues, saving, 
nevertheless, the rights of infants, married women, and insane persons, 
so that they sue within three years after their disabilities are removed. 

Sec. 787. It shall be the duty of the marshal of each district to attend 
the district and circuit courts when sitting therein, and to execute, 
throughout the district, all lawful precepts directed to him, and issued 
under the authority of the United States ; and he shall have power to 
command all necessary assistance in the execution of his duty. 

Sec. 788. The marshals and their deputies shall have, in each State, 
the same powers, in executing the laws of the United States, as the 
sheriffs and their deputies, in such State may have, by law, in execut- 
ing the laws thereof. 

Sec. 789. In case of the death of any marshal, his deputy or deputies 
shall continue in office, unless otherwise specially removed, and shall 
execute the same in the name of the deceased, until another marshal is 
appointed, as provided in this chapter, and duly qualified. The defaults 
or misfeasances in office of such deputies in the mean time shall be ad- 
judged a breach of the condition of the bond given by the marshal who 
appointed them ; and the executor or administrator of the deceased 
marshal shall have like remedy for the defaults and misfeasances in 
office of such deputies, during such interval, as he would be entitled to 
if the marshal had continued in life and in the exercise of his said office 
until his successor was appointed and duly qualified. 

Sec. 790. Every marshal or his deputy, when removed from office, or 

when the term for which the marshal is appointed expires, shall have 

power^ notwithstanding, to execute all such precepts as may be in their 

hands respectively at the time of such removal or expiration of office ;

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and the marshal shall be held responsible for the delivery to his suc- 
cessor of all prisoners who may be in his custody at the time of his re- 
moval, or when the term for which he is appointed expires ; and for that 
purpose he may retain such prisoners in his custody until his successor 
is appointed and duly qualified. 

Sec. 791. Every marshal shall, within thirty days before the com- 
mencement of each term of the circuit and district courts in his district, 
make returns to the Solicitor of the Treasury of the proceedings had 
upon all writs of execution, or other process, which have been placed in 
his hands, for the collection of moneys adjudged and decreed to the 
United States in the said courts, respectively. 

Sec. 792. Every marshal to whom any execution upon a judgment in 
any suit for moneys due on account of the Post OflBce Department has 
been directed, shall make returns to the Sixth Auditor, at such times 
as he may direct, of the proceedings which have taken place upon the 
said process of execution. 

Sec. 793. In case of a vacancy in the office of district attorney or 
marshal within any circuit, the circuit justice of such circuit may fill the 
same, and the person appointed by him shall serve until an appointment 
is made by the President, and the appointee is duly qualified, and no 
longer. The appointment mqde by such justice shall be in writing, and 
shall be filed in the clerk's office of the circuit court, and a copy thereof 
shall be entered upon the journal of said court. Any marshal so ap- 
pointed shall give bond, as if appointed by the President, and the bond 
shall be approved by said justice. It shall then be filed in the clerk's 
office of said court and a copy shall be entered on the journal of the 
court. A certified copy of such entry shall be i^rima facie proof of the 
execution of such bond, and of the contents thereof. 

Sec. 794. The clerk of the Supreme Court, and every clerk and dep- 
uty clerk of a circuit or district court, shall, before he enters upon the 
execution of his office, take an oath or affirmation in the following form : 

"I, A. B., being appointed a clerk of , do solemnly swear (or 

affirm) that I will truly and faithfully enter and record all the orders, 
decrees, judgments, and proceedings of the said court, and that I will 
faithfully and impartially discharge and perform all the duties of my 
said office, according to the best of my abilities and understanding. So 
help me God." The words "So help me God" shall be omitted in all 
cases where an affirmation is admitted instead of an oath. 

Sec. 795. The clerk of every court shall give bond, in a sum to be 
fixed and with sureties to be approved by the court which appoints 
him, faithfully to discharge the duties of his office, and seasonably to 
record the decrees, judgments, and determinations of the court of 
which he is c!erk ; and a new bond may be required when ever the court 
deems it proper that such bond should be given. A copy of every bond 
given by a clerk shall be entered on the journal of the court for which 
he is appointed, and the bond shall be deposited for safe-keeping as the 
court may direct. A certified copy of such entry shall be prima facie 
proof of the execution of such bond and of the contents thereof. 

Sec. 796. Any circuit or district court may require any deputy clerk 
thereof to give bond to the United States for the faithful discharge of 
his duty as such deputy, in the same penalty and with surety in the 
same manner, as is required by law of clerks j and such bond shall be 
recorded and preserved in like manner. But the taking of such bond 
shall not affect the legal responsibility of the clerk for the acts of such 

deputy. 

Sec. 797. Every clerk of a circuit or district court shall," within thirty 
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days after the adjournment of each term thereof, forward to the Solic- 
itor of the Treasury a list of all judgments and decrees, to which the 
United States are parties, which have been entered in said courts, re- 
spectively, during such term, showing the amount adjudged or decreed 
in each case for or against the United States, and the term to which 
execution thereon will be returnable. 

Sec'. 798. At each regular session of any court of the United States, 
the clerk shall present to the court an account of all moneys remaining 
therein, or subject to its order, stating in detail in what causes they 
are deposited, and in what causes payments have been made; and said 
account and the vouchers thereof shall be filed in the court. 

Sec. 799. The clerks of the district and circuit courts may in the 
absence or in case of the disability of the judges, administer oaths to 
all persons identifying papers found on board of vessels or elsewhere, 
to be used on trials in admiralty causes. 

CHAPTER riETEEI^r. 

JURIES. 

Sec. 800. Jurors to serve in the courts of the United States, in each 
State, respectively, shall have the same qualifications, subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained, and be entitled to the same exemptions, 
as jurors of the highest court of law in such State may have and be en- 
titled to at the time when such jurors for service in the courts of the 
United States are summoned; and they shall be designated by ballot, 
lot, or otherwise, according to the mode of forming such juries then 
practiced in such State court, so far as such mode may be practicable 
by the courts of the United States or the officers thereof. And for this 
purpose the said courts may, by rule or order, conform the designation 
and impaneling of juries, in substance, to the laws and usages relating 
to jurors in the State courts, from time to time in force in such State. 

Sec. 802. Jurors shall be returned from such parts of the district, 
from time to time, as the court shall direct, so as to be most favorable 
to an impartial trial, and so as not to incur an unnecessary expense, or 
unduly to burden the citizens of any part of the district with such serv- 
ices. 

Sec. 803. Writs of venire facias, when directed by the court, shall 
issue from the clerk's office, and shall be served and returned by the 
marshal in person, or by his deputy; or, in case the marshal or his 
deputy is not an indifferent person, or is interested in the event of the 
cause,' by such fit person as may be specially appointed for that purpose 
by the court, who shall administer to him an oath that he will truly and 
impartially serve and return the writ. 

Sec. 804. When, from challenges or otherwise, there is not a petit 
jury to determine any civil or criminal cause, the marshal or his deputy 
shall, by order of the court in which such defect of jurors happens, re- 
turn jurymen from the bystanders sufficient to complete the panel; 
and when the marshal or his deputy is disqualified, as aforesaid, jurors 
may be so returned by such disinterested person as the court may ap- 
point, and such persons shall be sworn, as provided in the preceding 
section. 

Sec. 805. When special juries are ordered in any circuit court, they 
shall be returned by the marshal in the same manner and form as is re- 
quired in such cases by the laws of the several States. 
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Seo. 806. No jurj^ shall be drawn for service exclusively in the circuit 
court for the northern district of Kew York at the adjourned terms 
thereof required by law to be held at Albany and TJtica, but the jury 
drawn to serve in the district court held at the same times and places 
with said adjourned terms shall be used for the trial of issues of fact 
arising in civil causes in said circuit court, and the verdicts of said 
jury, and all proceedings from the trial of said issues, shall be of the 
same effect as if the said jury had been drawn to serve in the said circuit 
court. 

Sec. 807. The clerk of the district court for Vermont shall not cause 
a petit jury to be summoned or returned to any session in which there 
shall appear to be no issue proper for trial by jury, unless by special 
order of the judge. 

Sec. 808. Every grand jury impaneled before any district or circuit 
court shall consist of not less than sixteen nor more than twenty-three 
persons. If of the i^ersons summoned less than sixteen attend, they 
shall be placed on the grand jury, and the court shall order the marshal 
to summon, either immediately or for a day fixed, from the body of the 
district, and not from the by-standers, a sufficientnumberof persons to 
complete the grand jury. And whenever a challenge to a grand juror 
is allowed, and there are not in attendance other jurors suflScient to 
complete the grand jury, the court shall make a like order to the mar- 
shal to summon a sufficient number of persons for that purpose. 

Sec. 809. From the persons summoned and accepted as grand jurors, 
the court shall appoint the foreman, who shall have power to admin- 
ister oaths and affirmations to witnesses appearing before the grand 

jury- 

Sec. 810. No grand jury shall be summoned to attend any circuit or 

district court unless one of the judges of such circuit court, or the judge 

of such district, in his own discretion, or upon a notification by the 

district attorney that such jury will be needed, orders a venire to issue 

therefor. And either of the said courts may in term order a grand jury 

to be summoned at such time, and to serve such time as it may direct, 

whenever, in its judguient, it may be proper to do so. But nothing 

herein shall operate to extend beyond the time permitted by law the 

imprisonment before indictment found of a person accused of a crime 

or offense, or the time during which a person so accused may be held 

under recognizance before indictment found. 

Sec. 811. The circuit and district courts, the district courts of the 
Territories and the supreme court of the District of Columbia, may dis- 
charge their grand juries whenever they deem a continuance of the ses- 
sions of such juries unnecessary. 

Sec. 812. ^o person shall be summoned as a juror in any circuit or 
district court more than once in two years, and it shall be sufficient 
cause of challenge to any juror called to be sworn in any cause that he 
has been summoned and attended said court as a juror at any term of 
said court held within two years prior to the time of such challenge. 

Sec. 813. The grand jury impaneled and sworn in any district court 
may take cognizance of all crimes and offenses within the jurisdiction 
of the circuit court for said district as well as of said district court. 

Sec. 814. In the western dictrict of Arkansas such number of jurors 
shall be summoned at every term of the district court thereof, to be held 
at Helena, as may have been ordered at a previous term, or by the dis- 
trict judge in vacation. And a grand jury may be summoned "to attend 
any such term when ordered by the court or by the judge in vacation. 
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In case of a deficiency in jurors, talesmen may be summoned by order 
of the court. 

Sec. 815. Intheseveraldistrictsof Kentucky and Indiana, sucli num- 
ber of jurors shall be summoned by the marsitial at every term of the 
circuit and district courts, respectively, as may have been ordered of 
record at the previous term ; and in case there is not a sufScient num- 
ber of jurors in attendance at any time, the court may order such num- 
ber to be summoned as, in its judgment, may be necessary to transact 
the business of the court. And a grand jury may be summoned to at- 
tend every term of the circuit or district court by order of the court. 
The marshal may summon juries and talesmen in case of ar deficiency, 
pursuant to an order of the court made during the term, and they shall 
serve for such time as the court mav direct. 

Sec. 816. The circuit and district courts for either of the districts of 
North Carolina may order a grand or petit jury, or both, to attend any 
special term thereof, by an order to be entered of record thirty days be- 
fore the day on which such special term is appointed to convene. 

Sec. 817. The grand and petit jurors for the district court sitting in 
the western district of South Carolina shall be drawn from the inhabit- 
ants of said districts who are liable, according to the laws of said State, 
to do jury duty in the courts thereof; and all jurors shall be drawn dur- 
ing the sitting of the court for ^he next succeeding term. 

Sec. 818. In the district of Vermont, it shall be the duty of the cir- 
cuit court, at its regular sessions, to give in charge to the grand juries 
all crimes, offenses, and misdemeanors which are cognizable as well in 
the district court thereof as in the said circuit court. 

Sec. 819. When the offense charged is treason or capital offense, the 
defendant shall be entitled to twenty and the United States to five per- 
emptory challenges. On the trial of any other felony the defendant 
shall be entitled to ten and the United States to three peremptory chal- 
lenges; and in all other cases, civil and criminal, each party shall be en- 
titled to three j)eremptory challenges ; and in all cases where there 
are several defendants or several plaintiffs, the parties on each side shall 
be deemed a single party for the purposes of all challenges under this 
section. All challenges, whether to the array or panel, or to individual 
jurors for cause or favor, shall be tried by the court without the aid of 
triers. 

Sec. 822. Ko person shall be a grand or petit juror in any court of the 
United States, upon any inquiry, hearing, or trial of any suit, proceeding, 
or prosecution based upon or arising under the provisions of Title '' Civil 
Bights " and of Title " Crimes '' for enforcing the provisions of the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution, who is, in the judgment of the 
court, in complicity with any combination or conspiracy in said Titles 
set forth ; and every grand and petit juror shall, before entering upon 
any such inquiry, hearing, or trial, take and subscribe an oath, in open 
court, that he has never, directly or indirectly, counseled, advised, or 
voluntarily^ aided any such combination or conspiracy. 

ACT OF JUNE 30, 1879. (Supplement to R. S., p. 497.) 

Be it euactedj &c, * * * 

Sec. 2. That the per diem pay of each juror, grand or petit, in any 
court of the United States, shall be two dollars ; and that the last clause 
of section eight hundred of the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
which refers to the State of Pennsylvania, and sections eight hundred 
and one, eight hundred and twenty, and eight hundred and twenty-one* 
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of the Revised Statutes of the United States, are hereby repealed ; and 
that all such jurors, grand or petit, including those summoned during 
the session of the court, shall be publicly drawn from a box containing, 
at the time of each drawing, the names of not less than three hundred 
persons, possessing the qualifications prescribed in section eight hun- 
dred of the Revised Statutes, which names shall have been placed therein 
by the clerk of such court and a commissioner, to be appointed by the 
judge thereof, which commissioner shall be a citizen of good standing, 
residing in the district in which said court is held, and a well known 
member of the principal political party in the district in which the court 
is held opposing that to which the clerk may belong, the clerk and said 
commissioner each to place one name in ^aid box alternately, without 
reference to party affiliations, until the whole number required shall be 
placed therein. But nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
prevent any judge from ordering the names of jurprs to be drawn from 
the boxes used by the State authorities in selecting jurors in the high- 
est courts of the State 5 and no person shall serve as a petit juror more 
than one term in any one year, and all juries to serve in courts after 
the passage of this act shall be drawn in conformity herewith : Provided^ 
That no citizen possessing all other qualifications which are or may be 
prescribed by law shall be disqualified for service as grand or petit juror 
in any court of the United, States on account of race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude. 

Seo. 3. That the Attorney-General shall include in his annual report 
a statement of all payments or expenditures during any fiscal year out 
of any appropriation fund subject to requisitions by him. 

CHAPTER SIXTEEX. 

FEES. 

Sec. 823. The following and no other compensation shall be taxed and 
allowed to attorneys, solicitors, and proctors in the courts of the United 
States, to district attorneys, clerks of the circuit and district courts, 
marshals, commissioners, witnesses, jurors, and printers in the several 
States and Territories, except in cases otherwise expressly provided by 
law. But nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit attorneys, 
solicitors, and proctors from charging to and receiving from their clients, 
other than the Government, such reasonable compensation for their 
services, in addition to the taxable costs, as may be in accordance with 
general usage in their resj^ective States, or may be agreed upon be- 
tween the parties. 

FEES OF ATTORNEYS, SOLICITORS, AND PROCTORS. 

Sec. 824. On a trial before a jury in civil or criminal causes or before 
referees, or on a final hearing in equity or admiralty, a docket fee of 
twenty dollars: Provided^ That in cases of admiralty and maritime juris- 
diction, where the libellant recovers less than fifty dollars, the docket 
fee of his proctor shall be but ten dollars. 

In cases at law, when judgment is rendered without a jury, ten dol- 
lars. 

In cases at law, when the cause is discontinued, five dollars. 

For scire facias, and other iiroceedings on recognizances, five dollars. 

For each deposition taken and admitted in evidence in a cause, two 
dollars and fifty cents. 
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For services rendered in cases removed from a district to a circuit 
court by writ of error or appeal, five dollars. 

For examination by a district attorney, before a j udge or commissioner, 
of persons charged with crime, five dollars a day for the time necessarily 
-employed. 

For each day of his necessary attendance in the court of the United 
States on the business of the United States, when the court is held at 
the place of his abode, five dollars ; and for his attendance when the 
court is held elsewhere, five dollars for each day of the term. 

For traveling from the place of his abode to the place of holding any 
court of the United States in his district, or to the place of any examina- 
tion, before a judge or commissioner, of a person charged with crime, 
ten cents a mile for going and ten cents a mile for returning. 

When an indictment for crime is tried before a jury and a conviction 
is had, a district attorney may be allowed, in addition to the attorney's 
fees herein ijrovided, a counsel fee, in proportion to the importance and 
diflSculty of the cause, not exceeding thirty dollars. 

Sec. 825. There shall be taxed and paid to every district attorney two 
per centum upon all moneys collected or realized in any suit or proceed- 
ing arising under the revenue laws, and conducted by him, in which the 
United States is a party, which shall be in lieu of all costs and fees in 
such proceeding. 

Sec. 826. No fee shall accrue to any district attorney on any bond 
left with him for collection, or in a suit commenced on any bond for the 
renewal of which provision is made by law, unless the party neglects to 
appl^^ for such renewal for more than twenty days after the maturity of 
the bond. 

Sec 827. When a district attorney appears by direction of the Secre- 
tary or Solicitor of the Treasury, on behalf of any oflBcer of the revenue 
in any suit against such officer, for any act done by him, or for the re- 
covery of any money received by him and paid into the Treasury in the 
performance of his official duty, he shall receive such compensation as 
maj- be certified to be proper by the court in which the suit is brought, 
and approved by the Secretary of the Treasury: 

[Sec. 3. That no civil officer of the Government shall hereafter receive 
any compensation or perquisites, directly or indirectly, from the Treas- 
ury or property of the United States beyond his salary or compensation 
allowed by law : Provided^ That this shall not be construed to prevent 
the employment and payment by the Department of Justice of district 
attorneys as now allowed by law for the performance of services not 
covered by their salaries or fee. (Volume 18, page 109.)] 

ACT APPROVED MARCH 3, 1875. (C. 130, Sec. 8; 18 Stats, at Large, 401.) 

That in any action now i)ending, or which may be brought against 
anj' person for or on account of anything done by him while an officer 
of either House of Congress in the discharge of his official duty, in exe- 
cuting any order of such House, the district attorney for the district 
within which the action is brought, on being thereto requested by the 
officer sued, shall enter an appearance in behalf of such officer ; and all 
provisions of the eighth section of the act of July 28, 1866, entitled "An 
act to protect the revenue, arid for other purposes," and also all pro- 
visions of the sections of former acts therein referred to, so far as the 
same relate to the removal of suits, the withholding of executions, and 
the paying of judgments against revenue or other officers of the United 
States, shall become applicable to such action and to all proceedings 
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and matters whatsoever connected therewith, and the defense of such 
action shall thenceforth be conducted under the supervision and direc- 
tion of the Attorney-General. 

CLERK S FEES* 

Sec. 828. For issuing and entering every process, commission, sum- 
mons, capias, execution, warrant, attachment, or other writ, except a 
writ of venire or a summons or subpcena for a witness, one dollar. 

For issuing a writ of summons or subpoena, twenty-five cents. 

For filing and entering every declaration, plea, or other paper, tea 
cents. 

For administering an oath or aflSrmation, except to a juror, ten cents^ 

For taking an acknowledgment, twenty-five cents. 

For taking and certifying depositions to file, twenty cents for each 
folio of one hundred words. 

For a copy of such deposition furnished to a party on request, tea 
cents a folio. 

For entering any return, rule, order, continuance, judgment, decree^ 
or recognizance, or drawing any bond, or making any record, certificate^ 
return, or report, for each folio, fifteen cents. 

For a copy of any entry or resord, or of any paper on file, for each 
folio, ten cents. 

For making dockets and indexes, issuing venire, taxing costs, and all 
other services, on the trial or argument of a cause where issue is joined 
and testimony given, three dollars. 

For making dockets and indexes, taxing costs, and all other services^ 
in a cause where issue is joined, but no testimony is given, two dollars* 

For making dockets and indexes, taxing costs, and other services, in 
a cause which is dismissed or discontinued, or where judgment or de- 
cree is made or rendered without issue, one dollar. 

For making dockets and taxing costs, in cases removed by writ ot 
error or appeal, one dollar. 

For affixing the seal of the court to any instrument, when required^ 
twenty cents. 

For every search for any particular mortgage, judgment, or other 
lien, fifteen cents. 

For searching the records of the court for judgments, decrees, or other 
instruments constituting a general lien on real estate, and certifying^ 
the result of such search, fifteen cents for each person against whom 
such search is required to be made. 

For receiving, keeping, and paying out money, in pursuance of any- 
statute or order of court, one per centum on the amount so received^ 
kept, and paid. 

For traveling from the office of the clerk, where he is required to re- 
side, to the place of holding any court required by law to be held, five 
cents a mile for going and five cents for returning, and five dollars a 
•day for his attendance on the court while actually in session. 

All books in the offices of the clerks of the circuit and district courts,, 
containing the docket or minute of the judgments, or decrees thereof,, 
shall, during office-hours, be open to the inspection of any person de- 
siring to examine the same, without any fees or charge therefor. 

marshals' fees. 

Sec. 829. For service of any warrant, attachment, summons, capias,, 
or other writ, except execution, venire, or a summons or subpoena for a 
witness, two dollars for each person on whom service is made. 
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For the keeping of personal property attached on mesne process, such 
compensation as the court, on petition setting forth the facts under 
oath, may allow. 

For serving venires and summoning every twelve men as grand or 
petit jurors, four dollars, or thirty-three and one-third cents each. In 
States where, by the laws thereof jurors are drawn by lot, by consta- 
bles, or other officers of corporate places, the marshal shall receive, for 
each jury, two dollars for the use of the offices employed in drawing and 
summoning the jurors and returning each venire, and two dollars for 
his own services in distributing the venires. But the fees for distribu- 
ting and serving venires, drawing and summoning jurors by township 
officers, including the mileage chargeable by the marshal for each serv- 
ice, shall not at any court exceed fifty dollars. 

For holding a court of inquiry or other proceedings before a jury, in- 
cluding the summoning of a jury, five dolla^rs. 

For serving a writ of subpoena on a witness, fifty cents ; and no fur- 
ther compensation shall be allowed for any copy, summons, or notice 
for a witness. 

For serving a writ of possession, partition, execution, or any final 
process, the same mileage as is allowed for the service of any other writ f 
and for making the service, seizing or levying on property, advertising 
and disposing of the same by sale, set-off, or otherwise according to 
law receiving and paying over the money, the same fees and poundage 
as are or shall be allowed for similar services to the sheriff's of the States 
respectively, in which the service is rendered. 

For each bail bond, fifty cents each. 

For summoning appraisers, fifty cents each. 

For executing a deed prepared by a party or his attorney, one dollar. 

For drawing and executing a deed, five dollars. 

For copies of writs or papers furnished at the request of any party, 
ten cents a folio. 

For every proclamation in admiralty, thirty cents. 

For serving an attachment in rem, or a libel in admiralty, two dol- 
lars. 

For the necessary expenses of keeping boats, vessels, or other prop- 
erty attached or libeled in admiralty, not exceeding two dollars aucl 
fifty cents a day. 

When the debt or claim in admiralty is settled by the parties with- 
out a sale of the property, the marshal shall be entitled to a commis- 
sion of one per centum on the first five hundred dollars of the claim 
or decree, and one-half of one per centum on the excess of any sum 
thereof over five hundred dollars : Provided, That when the value of 
the property is less than the claim, such commission shall be allowed 
only on the appraised value thereof. 

For sale of vessels or other property under process in admiralty, or 
under the order of a court of admiralty, and for receiving and paying 
over the money, two and one-half per centum on any sum under five 
hundred dollars, and one and one-quarter per centum on the excess of 
any sum over five hundred dollars. 

For disbursing money to jurors and witnesses, and for other expenses^ 
two per centum. 

For expenses while employed in endeavoring to arrest, under process^ 
any person charged with or convicted of a crime, the sum actually ex- 
pended not to exceed two dollars a day, in addition to his compensation 
for service and travel. 

For every commitment or discharge of a prisoner, fifty cents. 
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For transporting criminals, ten cents a mile for himself and for each 
prisoner and necessary guard, except in the case provided for in the 
next paragraph. 

For transporting criminals convicted of a crime in any district or 
Territory where there is no penitentiary available for the continement 
of convicts of the United States, to a prison in another district or Terri- 
tory designated by the Attorney -General, the reasonable actual expense 
of transportation of the criminals, the marshal^ and the guards, and the 
necessary subsistence and hire. 

For attending the circuit and district courts, when both are in ses- 
sion, or either of them when only one is in session, and for bringing in 
and committing prisoners and witnesses during the term, live dollars a 
day. * 

For attending examinations before a commissioner, and bringing in, 
guardingj and returning prisoners charged with crime, and witnesses, 
two dollars a day ; and for each deputy, not exceeding two, necessarily 
attending, two dollars a day. 

For traveling from his residence to the place of holding court, to at- 
tend a term thereof, ten cents a mile for going only. 

For travel, in going only, to serve any process, warrant, attachment, 
or other writ, including writs of subpoena in civil or criminal-cases, six 
cents a mile, to be computed from the place where the process is re- 
turned to the place of service, or, when more than one person is served 
therewith, to the place of service which is most remote, adding thereto 
the extra travel which is necessary to serve it on the others. But when 
more than two writs of any kind required to be served in behalf of the 
same party on the same person might be served at the same time, the 
marshal shall be entitled to compensation for travel on only two of such 
writs; and, to save unnecessary expense, it shall be the duty of the 
clerk to insert the names of as manv witnesses in a cause in such sub- 
poena as convenience in serving the same will permit. 

In all cases where mileage is allowed to the marshal he may elect to 
receive the same or his actual traveling expenses, to be proved on his 
oath, to the satisfaction of the court. 

Sec. 830. There shall be paid to the marshal his fees tor services 
rendered for the United States, for summoning jurors and witnesses in 
behalf of the United States, and in behalf of any prisoner to be tried 
for a capital offense, for the maintenance of prisoners of the United 
States confined in jail for any criminal offense; also, for his reasonable 
actual expense for the transportation of criminals, and of the marshal 
and guards, to prisons designated by the Attorney-General, and for hire 
and subsistence in that behalf, as hereinbefore provided ; also, his fees 
for the commitment or discharge of prisoners ; his expenses necessarily 
incurred for fuel, lights, and other contingencies that "may accrue in 
holding the courts within his district, and providing the books neces- 
sary to record the proceedings thereof: Provided^ That he shall not in- 
<5ur, or be allowed, an expense of more than twenty dollars in any one 
year for furniture, or fifty dollars for rent of a building and making im- 
provements thereon without first submitting a statement and estimates 
to the Attorney-General and getting his instructions in the premises. 

Sec. 831. No per diem or other allowance shall be made to any dis- 
trict attorney, clerk of a circuit court, clerk of a district court, marshal, 
or deputy marshal, for attendance at rule-days of a circuit or district 
court ; and when the circuit and district courts sit at the same time, 
no greater per diem or other allowance shall be made to any such officer 
than for an attendance on one court. 
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Sec. 832. The marshal of the Supreme Court of the United States 
shall be entitled to receive for the service of any warrant, attachment, 
summons, capias, or other writ, except execution, venire, or a summons 
or subpoena for a witness, one dollar for each person on whom such 
service may be made. His fees for all other services shall be the same 
as are herein allowed to other marshals ; but he shall pay into the 
Treasury of the United States all fees received by him, and render a true 
account thereof at the close of each term to the Attorney-General. 

Sec. 833. Every district attornej^, clerk of a district court, clerk of a 
circuit court, and marshal, shall, on the first days of January and July, 
in each year, or within thirty days thereafter, make to the Attorney- 
General, in such form as he may prescribe, a written return for the half 
year ending on said days, respectively, of all the fees and emoluments 
of his oflBce, of every name and character, and of all the necessary ex- 
penses of his office, including necessary clerk-hire, together with the 
vouchers for the payment of the same for such last half year. He shall 
state separately in such returns the fees and emoluments received or 
payable under the bankrupt act ; and every marshal shall state sepa- 
rately therein the fees and emoluments received or payable for services 
rendered by himself i)ersonally, those received or payable for services 
rendered by each of his deputies, naming him, and the proportion of 
such fees and emoluments which, by the terms of his service, each 
deputy is to receive. Said returns shall be verified by the oath of the 
officer making them. 

Sec. 834. The preceding section shall not apply to the fees and com- 
pensation allowed to district attorneys by sections eight hundred and 
twenty-five and eight hundred and twenty seven. All other fees, 
charges, and emoluments to which a district attorney or a marshal may 
be entitled, by reason of the discharge of the duties of his office, as now 
or hereafter prescribed by law, or in any case in which the United States 
will be bound by the judgment rendered therein, whether prescribed by 
statute or allowed by a court, or any judge thereof, shall be included 
in the semiannual return required of said officers by the preceding 
section. 

Sec. 835. No district* attorney shall be allowed by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to retain of the fees and emoluments of his office which he is re- 
quired to include in his semi-annual return, for his personal compensa- 
tion, over and above the necessary expenses of his office, including 
necessary clerk-hire, to be audited and allowed by the proper account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department, a sum exceeding six thousand 
dollars a year, or exceeding that rate for any time less than a year. 

Sec' 836. There shall be paid to the district attorney for the southern 
district of Kew York, in addition to his salary, at the rate of six thou- 
sand dollars a year, such sum as shall be necessary, together with the 
costs and fees allowed him by law, to pay such amount as may be fixed 
by the Attorney General for the proper expenses of his office. But 
nothing in this or the preceding section shall forbid the allowance of 
additional compensation for services in prize causes, as provided in 
Title " Prize." 

Sec. 837. The district attorneys and marshals for the districts of 
Oregon and Nevada shall be entitled to receive,. for the like services, 
double the fees hereinbefore provided; but neither of them shall be 
allowed to retain of such fees any sum exceeding the aggregate com- 
pensation of such officer as hereinbefore provided. 
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ACT OF AUGUST 7, 1882. (22 Stats, at Large, p. 344.) 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Hotise of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That the act of the Congress of 
the United States entitled "An act to regulate the fees and costs to be 
allowed clerks, marshals, aiid attorneys of the circuit and district courts 
of the United States, and for other purposes,'' ai)proved February 
twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and fifty-three, and section eight hun- 
dred and thirty-seven of the l<evised Statutes of the United States, is 
extended to the Territories of New Mexico and Arizona, and shall apply 
to the fees of all officers in such Territories ; but the district attorney 
shall not, by fees and 8alar3^ together, receive more than three thousand 
five hundred dollars per year; and all fees or moneys received by him 
above said amount shall be paid into the Treasury of the United States. 

Approved August 7, 1882. 

Sec. 838. It shall be the duty of every district attorney to whom any 
collector of customs, or of internal revenue, shall report, according to 
law, any case in which any fine, penalty, or forfeiture has been incurred 
in the district of such attorney for the violation of any law of the United 
States relating to the revenue, to cause the proper proceedings to be 
commenced and prosecuted without delay, for the tines, penalties, and 
forfeitures in such case provided, unless, upon inquiry and examination, 
he shall decide that such proceedings cannot probably be sustained, or 
that the ends of public justice do not require that such proceedings 
should be instituted; in which case he shall report the facts in customs 
cases to the Secretary of the Treasury, and in internal-revenue cases to 
the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue for their direction. And for the 
expenses incurred and services rendered in all such cases, the district 
attorney shall receive and be paid from the Treasury such sum as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall deem just and reasonable, upon the cer- 
tificate of the judge before whom such cases are tried or disposed of: 
Provided J That the annual compensation of such district attorney shall 
not exceed the maximum amount prescribed by law, by reason of such 
allowance and payment. 

Sec. 839. Ko clerk of a district court, or clerk of a circuit court, shall 
be allowed by the Attorney-General, except as provided in the next 
section, and in section eight hundred and forty-two, to retain of the 
fees and emoluments of his office, or, in case both of the said clerkships 
are held by the same person, of the fees and emoluments of the said offices, 
respectively, for his personal compensation, over and above his neces- 
sary office expenses, including necessary clerk-hire, to be audited and 
allowed by the proper accounting officers of the Treasury, a sum ex- 
ceeding three thousand five hundred dollars a year for any such district 
clerk or for any such circuit clerk, or exceeding that rate for any time 
less than a year. 

ACT OF MARCH 3, 1883. (23 Stats, at Large, p. 631.) 

Provided, That the clerk of the supreme court of the District of Co- 
lumbia shall make to . the Attorney-General his semi-annual report of 
fees and emoluments in the same manner and under the same^regula- 
lions as clerks of the other courts of the United States, underand in 
accordance with section eight hundred and thirty-three of the Revised 
Statutes, the maximum of whose compensation, after the payment of 
office expenses, and other allowances granted by the Attorney-General, 
shall not exceed the maximum of three thousand five hundred dollars, 
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and the balance of said fees and emoluments of his office shall be paid 
into the Treasury according to the provisions of section eighteen hun- 
dred and forty-four of the Eevised Statutes: Provided, That the clerk 
of the Supreme Court of the United States shall not hereafter retain of 
the fees and emoluments of his office, for his personal compensation, 
over and above his necessary clerk-hire and the incidental expenses of 
his office, certified to by the court, or by one of its justices appointed by 
it for that purpose, and to be "audited and allowed by the proper ac- 
counting officers of the Treasury, a sum exceeding six thousand dollars 
a year, or exceeding that rate for any time less than a year; and the 
surplus of such fees and emoluments shall be paid into the Treasury as 
provided by law in cases of clerks of the circuit and district courts of 
the United States. 

Sec. 840. The clerks of the several circuit and district courts in Cali- 
fornia, <Jregon, and Nevada shall be entitled to charge and receive dou- 
ble the fees hereinbefore allowed to clerks, and shall be allowed, respect- 
ively, by the Attorney-General, to retain of the fees so received by 
them, for their personal compensation, over and above the necessary 
expenses of their offices, including the salaries of deputy clerks, and nec- 
essary clerk-hire, to be audited by the proper accounting officers of the 
Treasury Department, any sum not exceeding seven thousand dollars a 
year, nor exceeding that rate for any time less than a year: Provided, 
That whenever, in either of the said districts, the same person holds the 
office of clerk of both the circuit and district courts, he shall be allowed 
by the Attorney-General to retain for his personal compensation, as 
aforesaid, only such sum as is herein allowed to be retained by a person 
holding the office of clerk of only one of the said courts. (Act of Au- 
gust 7, 1882.) 

Sec. 841. No marshal shall be allowed by the Attorney- General, ex- 
cept as provided in the next section, to retain of the fees and emolu- 
ments which he is required to include in his semi-annual return, as 
aforesaid, for his personal compensation, over and above the necessary 
expenses of his office, including necessary clerk-hire, to be audited and 
allowed by the proper accounting officers of the Treasury Department, 
and a proper allowance to his deputies, any sum exceeding six thou- 
sand dollars a year, or exceeding that rate for any time less than a year. 
The allowance to any deputy shall in no case exceed three-fourths of the 
fees and emoluments received or payable for the services rendered by 
him, and may be reduced below that rate by the Attorney- General, 
whenever the returns show such rate to be unreasonable. 

Sec. 842. Clerks and marshals maybe allowed to retain, for all official 
services in prize causes, an additional compensation, not exceeding in 
amount one-half the maximum compensation allowed to them, respect- 
ively, by the three preceding sections. 

Sec. 843. The allowances for personal compensation of district attor- 
neys, clerks, and marshals, for each calendar year, shall be made from 
the fees and emoluments of that year, and not otherwise. 

Sec. 844. Every district attorney, clerk, and marshal, shall, at the time 
of making his half-yearly return to the Attorney-General, pay into the 
Treasury, or deposit to the credit of the Treasurer, as he may be di- 
rected by the Attorney-General, any surplus of the fees and emoluments 
of his oflBce, which said return shows to exist over and above the com- 
pensation and allowances authorized by law to be retained by him. 

Sec. 845. In every case where the return of a district attorney, clerk, 
or marshal shows that a surplus may exist, the Attorney- General shall 
cause such returns to be carefully examined, and the accounts of dis- 
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bursements to be regularly audited by the proper officer of the Depart- 
ment and an account to be opened with such officer in proper books to 
be provided for that purpose. 

Sec. 846. ♦ ♦ ♦ Provided, That no accounts or fees or costs paid 
to any witness or juror, upon the order of any judge or commissioner, 
shall be so re-examined as to charge any marshal for an erroneous tax- 
ation of such fees or costs. 

commissioners' fees. 

Sec. 847. For administering an oath, ten cents. 

For taking an acknowledgment, twenty-five cents. 

For hearing and deciding on criminal charges, five dollars a day for 
the time necessarily employed. 

For attending to a reference in a litigated matter, in a civil cause at 
law, in equity, or in admiralty, in pursuance of an order of the court, 
three dollars a day. 

For taking and certifying depositions to file, twenty cents for each 
folio. 

For each copy of the same furnished to a party on request, ten cents 
for each folio. 

For issuing any warrant or writ, and for any other service, the same 
compensation as is allowed to clerks for like services. 

For issuing any warrant under the tenth article of the treaty of Aug- 
ust nine, one thousand eight hundred and forty-two, between the United 
States and the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, against any person charged with any crime or offense set forth 
in said article, two dollars. 

For issuing any warrant under the provision of the convention for 
the surrender of criminals, between the United States and the King 
of the French, concluded at Washington, November nine, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-three, two dollars. 

For hearing and deciding upon the case of any person charged with 
any crime or offense, and arrested under the provisions of said treaty, 
or of said convention, five dollars a day for the time necessarily em- 
ployed. 

For the examination and certificate in cases of applications for dis- 
charge of poor convicts imprisoned for non-payment of a fine or fine 
and costs, five dollars a day for the time necessarily employed. 

witnesses* fees. 

Sec. 848. For each day's attendance in court, or before any officer 
pursuant to law, one dollar and fifty cents, and five cents a mile for going 
from his place of residence to the place of trial or hearing, and five cents a 
mile for returning. (In Colorado, fifteen cents a mile. Act of June 16, 
1880, 21 Stats, at Large, p. 290.) When a witness is subpoenaed in more 
than one cause batween the same parties, at the same court, only one 
travel fee and one per diem compensation shall be allowed for attendance. 
Both shall be taxed in the case first disposed of, after which the per 
diem attendance fee alone shall be taxed in the other cases in the order 
in which they are disposed of. 

When a witness is detained in prison for want of security for his ap- 
pearance, he shall be entitled, in addition to his subsistence, to a com- 
pensation of one dollar a day. 

Sec. 849. Ko officer of the United States courts, in any State or Ter- 
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ritory, or in the District of Columbia, shall be entitled to witness fee» 
for attending before any court or commissioner where he is officiating. 

Sec. 850. When any clerk or other officer of the United States is sent 
away from his place of business as a witness for the Government, hi» 
necessary expenses, stated in items and sworn to, in going, returning^ 
and attendance an the court, shall be audited and paid ; but no mile- 
age, or other compensation in addition to his salai-y, shall in any case 
be allowed. 

Sec. 851. There shall be paid to each seaman or other person who i» 
sent to the United States from auy foreign port, station, sea, or ocean, 
by any United States minister, charge d'affaires, consul, captain, or 
commander, to give testimony in any criminal case depending in any 
court of the United States, such compensation, exclusive of subsistence 
and transportation, as such court may adjudge to be proper, not ex- 
ceeding one dollar for each day necessarily employed in such voj^age,. 
and in arriving at the place of examination or trial. In fixing such 
compensation, the court shall take into oonsideration the condition of 
said seaman or witness, and whether his voyage has been broken up, to 
his injury, by his being sent to the United States. 

When such seaman or person is transported in an armed vessel of the 
United States, no charge for subsistence or transportation shall be 
allowed. When he is transported in any other vessel, the compensa- 
tion for his transportation and subsistence, not exceeding in any case 
fifty cents a day, may be fixed by the court, and shall be paid to the 

captain of said vessel accordingly.

jurors' FEES. 

Sec. 852. For actual attendance at any court or courts, and for the 
time necessarily occupied in going to and returning from the same, two 
dollars a day during such attendance. (21 Stats, at Large, 12, p. 43.) 

For the distance necessarily traveled from their residence in going to 
and returing from said court by the shortest practicable route, five cents^ 
a mile. 

printers' fees. 

Sec. 853. For publishing any notice, or order, required by law, or the 
lawful order of any court, department, bureau, or other person, in any 
newspaper, except as mentioned in sections thirty-eight hundred and 
twenty-three, thirty-eight hundred and twenty-four, and thirty-eight 
hundred and twenty-five, Title, ^'Public Printing, Advertisements, and 
Public Documents," forty cents per folio for the first insertion, and 
twenty cents per folio for each subsequent insertion. The compensa- 
tion herein provided shall include the furnishing of lawful evidence, 
under oath, of publication, to be made and furnished by the printer or 
publisher making siich publication. 

Sec. 854. The term folio in this chapter, shall mean one hundred 
words, counting each figure as a word. When there are over fifty and 
under one hundred words, they shall be counted as one folio; but a less^ 
number than fifty words shall not be counted, except when the whole 
statute, notice, or order contains less than fifty words. 

FEES: HOW PAID AND RECOVERED. 

Sec. 855. In cases where the United States are parties, the marshal 
shall, on the order of the court, to be entered on its minutes, pay to 
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the jurors and witnesses all fees to which they appear by such order to 
be entitled, which sum shall be allowed him at the Treasury in his ac- 
counts. 

Sec. 856. The fees of district attorneys, clerks, marshals, and com- 
missioners, in cases where the United States are liable to pay the same, 
shall be paid on settling their accounts at the Treasury. 

Sec. 857. The fees and compensations of the officers and persons 
hereinbefore mentioned, except those which are directed to be paid out of 
the Treasury , shall be recovered in like manner as the fees of the officers 
of the States, respectively, for like services are recovered. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 299, All accounts of the United States district attorneys for serv- 
ices rendered in cases instituted in the courts of the United States, or 
of any State, when the United States is interested, but is not a party 
of record, or in cases instituted against the officers of the United States, 
or their deputies, or duly appointed agents, for acts committed or omit- 
ted or suffered by them in the lawful discharge of their duties, shall be 
audited and allowed as in other cases, assimilating the fees, as near as 
may be, to those provided by law for similar services iri cases in which 
the United States is a party. 

Sec. 715. The circuit aud district courts may appoint criers for their 
courts, to be allowed the sum of two dollars per day; and the marshals 
may appoint such a number of persons, not exceeding five, as the judges 
of their respective courts may determine, to attend upon the grand and 
other juries, and for other necessary purposes, who shall be allowed for 
their services the sum of two dollars per day, to be paid by and in- 
cluded in the accounts of the marshal, out of any money of titie United 
States in his hands. Such compensation shall be paid only for actual 
attendance, and, when both courts are in session at the same time, only 
for attendance on one court. 

Sec. 877. Witnesses who are required to attend any term of a circuit 
or district court on the part of the United States, shall be subpoenaed to 
attend to testify generally on their behalf, and not to depart the court 
without leave thereof, or of the district attorney ; and under such pro- 
cess they shall appear before the grand or petit jury, or both, as they 
may be required by the court or district attorney. 

Sec. 980. When a district attorney prosecutes two or more indict- 
ments, suits, or proceedings which should be joined, he shall be paid 
but one bill of costs for all of them. 

Sec. 981. In no case shall the fees of more than four witnesses be 
taxed against the United States, in the examination of any criminal case 
before a commissioner of a circuit court, unless their materiality and 
importance are first approved and certified to by the district attorney 
for the district in which the examination is had; and such taxation shall 
be subject to revision, as in other cases. 

Sec. 1030. No writ is necessary to bring into court any prisoner or 
person in custody, or for remanding him from the court into custody; 
but the same shall be done on the order of the court or district attorney, 
for which no fees shall be charged by the clerk or marshal. 

ACT APPROVED JUNE 20, 1884. (Page 47, Sup. R. S.) 

Sec. 2. That every clerk of the circuit or district court of the United 
States, United States marshal, or United States district attorney, shall 
reside permanently in the district where his official duties are to be per- 
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formed, and shall give his personal attention thereto; and in case any 
finch officer shall remove from his district, or shall fail to give personal 
attention to the duties of his office, except in case of sickness, such of- 
fice shall be deemed vacant : Provided, That in the southern district of 
New York said officers may reside within twenty miles of their districts. 



AN ACT 

Regulating fees and costs, and for other purposes. 

The attention of marshals, attorneys, and clerks is called to the above 
a<3t, chap. 95, page 333, vol. 18, Statutes at Large, regulating fees and 
costs J and the method of taxing the same in open court before any of 
their accounts be transmitted to the accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury. 

Their attention is also called to the sections respecting the bonds of 
clerks, and the mileage and expenses of these officers in the same chap- 
ter. Clerks will particularly observe the duties required by section 6. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Souse qf Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That before any bill of costs 
shall be taxed by any judge, or other officer, or any account payable out 
of the money of the United States shall be allowed by any officer of the 
Treasury, in favor of clerks, marshals, or district attorneys, the party 
claiming such account shall render the same, with the vouchers and 
items thereof, to a United States circuit or district court, and, in pres- 
ence of the district attorney or his sworn assistant, whose presence shall 
be noted on the record, prove in open court, to the satisfaction of the 
court, by his own oath or that of other persons having knowledge of the 
facts, to be attached to such account, that the services therein charged 
have been actually and necessarily performed as therein stited; and 
that the disbursements charged have been fully paid in lawful money ; 
and the court shall thereupon cause to be entered of record an order ap- 
proving or disappraving the account, as may be according to law, and 
just. United States commissioners shall forward their accounts, duly 
verified by oath, to the district attorneys of their respective districts, by 
whom they shall be submitted for approval in open court, and the court 
fihall pass upon the same in the manner aforesaid. Accounts and 
vouchers of clerks, marshals, and district attorneys shall be made in 
duplicate, to be marked respectively " original'' and '* duplicate." And 
it shall be the duty of the clerk to forward the original accounts and 
vouchers of the officers above specified, when approved, to the proper 
accounting officers of the Treasury, and to retain in his office the dupli- 
cates, where they shall be open to public inspection at all times. Noth- 
ing contained in this act shall be deemed in anywise to diminish or 
affect the right of revision of the accounts to which this act applies by 
the accounting officers of the Treasury, as exercised under the laws now 
in force. 

Sec. 2. That whenever the business of the courts in any judicial dis- 
trict shall make it necessary, in the opinion of the Attorney-General, for 
the clerk or marshal to furnish greater security than the official bond 
now required by law, a bond in a sum not to exceed forty thousand 
dollars shall be given when required by the Attorney- General, who 
shall fix the amount thereof. 

Sec. 3. That the clerks of the Supreme Court and the circuit and 
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district courts, respectively, shall each, before he enters upoo the exe- 
cution of his oflBce, give bond, with sufficient sureties, to be approved 
by the court for which he is appointed, to the United States, in the sum 
of not less than five and not more than twenty thousand dollars, to be 
determined and regulated by the Attorney-General of the United States^ 
faithfully to discharge the duties of his office, and seasonably to record 
the decrees, judgments, and determinations of the court of which he is 
plerk ; and it shall be the duty of the district attorneys of the United 
States, upon requirement by the Attorney-General, to give thirty days^ 
notice of motion in their several courts that new bonds, in accordance 
with the terms of this act, are required to be executed ; and upon fail- 
ure of any clerk to execute such new bonds, his office shall be deemed 
vacant. The Attorney-General may at any time, upon like notice 
through the district attorney, require a bond of increased amount, in 
his discretion, from any of said clerks within the limit of the amount 
above specified ; and the failure of the clerk to execute the same shall 
in like manner vacate his office. All bonds given by the clerks shall, 
after approval, be recorded in their respective offices, and copies thereof 
from the records, certified by the clerks respectively, under seal of the 
court, shall be competent evidence in any court. The original bonds 
shall be filed in the Departmefit of Justice. 

Sec. 4. That the circuit courts of the United States, for the purposes 
of this act, shall have power to award the writ of mandamus, according 
to the course of the common law, upon motion of the Attorney General 
or the district attorney of the United States, to any officer thereof, to 
compel him to make the returns and perform the duties in this act re- 
quired. 

Sec. 5. That if any clerk of any district or circuit court of the United 
Stales shall willfully refuse or neglect to make any report, certificate, 
statement, or other document required by law to be by him made, or 
shall willfully refuse or neglect to forward any such report, certificate, 
statement, or document to the Department, officer, or person to whom, 
by law, the same should be forwarded, the President of the United 
States is empowered, and it is hereby made his duty, in every such case, 
to remove such clerk so offending from office by an order in writing for 
that purpose. And upon the presentation of such order, or a copy thereof, 
authenticated by the Attorney-General of the United States, to the 
judge of the court whereof such offender is cleik, such clerk shall there- 
upon. be deemed to be out of office, and shall not exercise the functions 
thereof. And such district judge, in case of the clerk of a district court, 
shall appoint a successor; and in the case of the clerk of a circuit court, 
the circuit judge shall appoint a successor. And such person so re- 
moved shall not be eligible to any appointment as clerk or deputy clerk 
for the period of two years next after such removal. 

Sec. 6. That if any clerk mentioned in the preceding section shall 
willfully refuse or neglect to make or to forward any such report, cer- 
tificate, statement, or document therein mentioned, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not exceedmg one year, in 
the discretion of the court ; but a conviction under this section shall not 
be necessary as a condition-precedent to the removal from office pro- 
vided for in this act. 

Sec. 7. That the proviso in ther sixth paragraph of the act entitled 
"An act making appropriations for the support of the Army for the 
fiscal year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-five, 
and for other purposes," approved June sixteenth, eighteen hundred 
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t and seventy-four, shall not be construed to apply or to have applied to 
attorneys, marshals, or clerks of courts of the United States, their as- 
sistants or deputies. And all accounts of said attorneys, marshals, and 
clerks, for mileage and for expenses incurred subsequent to the first day 
of July, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, and prior to the first day 
of January, eighteen hundi:ed and seventy -five, shall and may be aud- 
ited, allowed, and paid at the Treasury Department of the United States 
in the same manner as if said act had not been passed. And from and 
after the first day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy five, no 
such officer or person shall become entitled to any allowance for mileage 
or travel not actually and necessarily performed under the provisions 
of existing law. 

Sec. 8. That all acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed.

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INSTRUCTIONS 

TO 

MARSHALS, ATTORNEYS, AND CLERKS 

OP THE 

UNITED STATES COURTS, 

ADOPTBD BY 

THE ATTORJS^EY-GEI^ERAL. 



The supervisory control heretofore exercised by the Secretary of the 
Interior over the accounts of the district attorneys, marshals, clerks, 
and other officers of the courts of the United States, having been vested 
in the Attorney-General of the United States, by the fifteenth section of 
the act of Congress, approved June 22, 1870, establishing the Depart- 
ment of Justice, the following forms and instructions have been pre- 
pared for the guidance and government of marshals, attorneys, and 
clerks of the courts of the United States, in the performance of their 
duties touching the subjects therein referred to. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Officers in replying to Department letters will refer, in addition to 
the date and subject, to the initials in the upper left-hand corners of 
such letters. 

Official correspondence is regulated by the following decision: 

Depaetment op Justice, 
Washington, D. 0., January 10, 1882. 

SiB : Your letter of the 22d ultimo, directing attention to certain papers 
therewith inclosed, and also to section 3915, Eev. Stats., sections 5 and 
6 of the act of March 3, 1877, chapter 103, and section 29 of the act of 
March 3, 1879, chapter 180, requests an opinion upon the following ques- 
tions: 

"First. Whether officers of the Government subordinate to this (the 
Interior) Department, appointed, not by the Secretary, but by the Presi- 
dent, whose offices are located without the District of Columbia, of which 
Indian agents and registers and receivers of land offices may serve as 
examples, are departmental in their character, and therefore entitled to 
use the penalty envelopes in transmitting official mail matter, both to 
other offices or officers of the Government and to private persons! 
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'^ Second. If not departmental in their character, whether they are 
entitled to use the penalty envelope for the same purpose and to the 
same extent ; or, if not thus entitled, what, precisely, are the restric- 
tions upon their use imposed by the law t 

"Third. If the penalty envelope may not be used by such officers of 
the Government for transmission of all official mail matter both to other 
officers of the Government and to private parties, whether said officers 
are authorized to use official postage stamps for such purposef " 

The provisions of sections 5 and 6 of the act of 1877, relating to the 
transmission of official mail matter, were examined by one of my pre- 
decessors soon after the passage of that act, with reference to the ques- 
tion whether the use of the penalty envelope, thereby authorized, was 
limited to the Executive Departments and the bureaus or offices therein, 
at the seat of government, or extended to officers throughout the coun- 
try, such as postmasters, collectors of internal revenue, registers of land 
offices, &c., between whom and these Departments an official relation 
exists. In the opinion then given it was held that the use of the envel- 
ope was by those provisions restricted to the Executive Departments 
and the bureaus or offices therein at the seat of government (15 Opin., 
262). 

Afterwards, by section 29 of the act of 1879, the samt provisions were 
."extended to all officers of the United States Government, and made 
applicable to all official mail matter transmitted between any of the offi- 
cers of the United States, or between any such officer and either of the 
Executive Departments or officers of the Goveri^ment, the envelopes of 
such matter in all cases to bear appropriate indorsements containing 
the proper designation of the office from which the same is transmitted, 
with a statement of the penalty for their misuse.'' This section, while 
impliedly confirming the construction placed on sections 5 and 6 of the 
act of 1877, as above, in effect, confers upon all officers of the United 
States the right to use the penalty envelope, but to a more limited ex- 
tent than that given by those sections. 

- Thus the right, as conferred, is explicitly confined to the transmission 
of official mail matter between such officers, or between any such officer 
and either of the Executive Departments or officers of the Government. 
Whereas, under the act of 1877, the Executive Departments and the 
bureaus or offices therein may use the penalty envelopes in transmitting 
to private persons, as well as to officials, any letter or package relating 
exclusively to the business of the Government. 

Coming now to the quei^tions submitted, the result at which I arrive, 
as regards the use of the penalty envelope is that the officers described 
in your first question are not within the provisions of sections 5 and 6 
of the act of 1877, viewing these sections alone, that is to say, irrespec- 
tive of the act of 1879, but that they are brought within those provisions 
by section 29 of the latter act, their right to use the penalty envelope 
depending upon and being controlled by this section. 

To your first and second questions (which for convenience are taken 
together) I accordingly reply that in my opinion the officers referred to 
therein are entitled to use the penalty envelope for the transmission of 
official mail matter between themselves and other officers of the United 
States, or between themselves and the Executive Departments, but are 
not entitled to use such envelope for the transmission of mail matter to 
private persons. These officers, as already intimated, are not " depart- 
mental in their character,'' i. 6., officers of the Executive Departments 
or of the bureaus or offices therein, as comprehended by sections 5 and 
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6 of the act of 1877. Their right to 'use the penalty envelope resting, as 
it does, upon section 29 of the act of 1879, cannot be extended beyond 
the limits thereby imposed.

INSTRUCTIONS AND !t'ORHS FOB MARSHALS. 

MARSHALS. 

On taking the oath of office and filing their official bonds, all mar- 
shals will immediately advise this Department by letter to that effect. 
They will each, at the earliest practicable period, obtain from their re- 
spective predecessors in office the books and other property of the United 
States in their hands. 

Unless already furnished with them, each marshal will procure a well- 
bound docket, day-book, ledger, and letter-book, properly labeled and 
marked, inside and outside, "The property of the United States," with 
suitable indexes, for which he will be allowed on the settlement of his 
accounts. These books will be carefully preserved by the marshals, 
and handed to their successors. They will make minute entries in their 
dockets of the time of receiving and serving papers and process, and of 
whatever is done by them in United States cases of all kinds, with cor- 
rect dates. The letter-books will contain full aud true copies of all 
letters written by such officers officially, relating to suits or matters in 
which the United States are interested. In the day-books and ledgers 
full and accurate accounts will be kept of all moneys, received and paid 
out on account of the United States. 

The entries in the dockets and account- books will be so full, clear, 
and definite that they can be easily understood. 

All official letters relating to United States cases received by mar- 
shals, not needed by them as vouchers for the paj^ment of money, will 
be preserved as public property, and delivered to their successors. 
Where the originals are essential to them as vouchers, they will leave 
copies in their places. Whenever such letters accumulate sufficiently 
to make a volume, the officer having them iu possession will cause the 
same to be bound, according to their dates, and the expense thereof 
will be allowed in his accounts. 

Complete histories of all cases termiuating in the conviction of the 
defendant, together with the description and past history of the pris- 
oner, must be forwarded by the marshal to the Department of Justice 
upon the blanks furnished for that purpose immediately upon the com- 
pletion of every criminal case. 

Accounts for the transportation of prisoners outside of a district 
must be rendered on criminal form JSTo. 6 and forwarded to the Attor- 
ney-General for approval. Blanks will be furnished upon application 
to the Department. 

ADVANCES OF FUNDS FOR COURT EXPENSES. 

Advances to defray the expenses of holding the courts of the United 
States are made upon estimates furnished by the marshals, who are 
required to submit a separate one for each term, with a request for the 
remittance of the amount thereof. The requisition should be forwarded 
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a safficient length of time previoas to the beginning of the term to 
enable the Department to place the amount in the marshal's hands on 
the opening day; but not so far in advance as to draw the money before 
it is actually needed. Upon receipt of such requisition at the Depart- 
ment, if the emolument returns are not in arrears^ if all other returns 
required by law or regulations have been made, and if the state of the 
marshal's accounts at the Treasury do not preclude it, the amount re- 
quired will be remitted. 

Each requisition must state explicitly the term and court for which 
the money is required, giving the date of beginning, and the number of 
days the term will probably continue ; showing also, fully and in detail^ 
by items, every anticipated expense.

Bkmabks.— Blanks of this form will be furnished on application. 
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As soon as practicable after the close of a term of court, an acconnt 
of the fees earned and disbursements made should be stated, for rendi- 
tion to and approval by the court. After approval it is to be forwarded 
to the First Auditor of the Treasury for adjustment. 

At the close of each fiscal year, ending on the 30th day of June, a 
final settlement is made of all fees and expenses pertaining to the year. 
If a balance be then due to the United States the amount must be de- 
positel to the credit of the Treasurer. 

The marshal must expressly understand, that hereafter the Depart- 
ment will insist upon a strict observance of the foregoing regulations,, 
and that, if in making a request for funds they are not observed, no re- 
Hiittance will be made until they shall have been complied with. There- 
fore, to avoid unnecessary correspondence with the Department and 
delay in the remittance of funds actually needed, the marshal's attentioD 
is specially invited thereto. 

ACT OF MARCH 3, 1845. (Vol. 5, Stats, at Large, p. 764.) 

Sec.^3. And be it further enacted. That no part of any appropriation 
that may be made for the judicial expenses of the United States shall 
be paid, or in any way allowed, to any person or persons, who has or 
have neglected, or who shall hereafter neglect, to comply with all and 
every requirement contained in the one hundred and sixty-seventh 
paragraph of the first section of the twenty-iiinth chapter of the laws 
of the United States (Vol. 5, pp. 483 and 484), entitled "An act making 
appropriations for the civil and diplomatic expenses of the ferovernment 
for the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two,'' approved May 
eighteen, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two. 

The paragraph referred to in the section above quoted is substan- 
tially embodied in the third section of the act of 26th February, 1853; 
and the above section is held to preclude the remittance of funds to any 
marshal, for any purpose, while his emolument returns are, or shall re- 
main, in arrear. 

EMOLUMENT RETURNS. 

• 

Section 833, chapter 16, of the Eevised Statutes of the United States 
requires that every marshal of the United States shall, upon the first 
day of January and July, in each year, or within thirty days thereafter^ 
make, to the A^ttorney-General, in such form as he shall prescribe, and 
under oath, a return in writing, embracing all the fees and emoluments 
of his oflBce, of every name and character, distinguishing the fees and 
emoluments received or payable for services by himself personally ren- 
dered from those received or payable for servicer rendered by a deputy, 
and also distinguishing the fees and emoluments so received or payable 
for services rendered by each deputy by name ; and also embracing all 
his necessary office expenses, together with vouchers for the payment 
of the same, for the half year ending on the said first day of January or 
July, as the case may be. 

Section 844 further provides that the marshal shall, with each such 
return made by him, pay into the Treasury of the United States, or de- 
posit to the credit of the Treasurer thereof, as may be directed by the 
Attorney-General, any surplus of the fees and emoluments of his office 
which his half-yearly return, so made as aforesaid, shall show to exist 
over and above the compensation and allowances therein authorized to 
be retained by him ; and section 841 also provides that the compensation 
of a deputy marshal shall in no case exceed three-fourths of the amount 
earned by him, and whenever the return shows an allowance at that rate 
to be excessive, the Attorney-General is authorized to reduce it. 
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These returns to be made to the Attorney-General, in the following 
form, upon blanks furnished by this Department :

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The marshal will carefully examine the form for emolument returns 
herewith, and on the 1st day of July next, and semiannually during his 
official term thereafter, on the first days of January and July, respect- 
ively, make up his return in strict conformity thereto. 

He will, in the first place, state all the earnings of his office, both by 
himself and all of his deputies, in gross, in the manner indicated by the 
foregoing form, entering the same under each appropriate head, and 
distingaishing between those received and those not received. 

The aggregate of those items, if properly stated, will show the gross 
earnings of his office. 

The earnings of the marshal and each deputy should then be stated 
separately, distinguishing, as in the preceding statement, between those 
received and those not received, as indicated by the form : 

First. Those earned by the marshal. 

Second. Those earned by each deputy by name. 

These latter items should then be added together, and, if correct, the 
aggregate will agree with that of the gross emoluments, and will be the 
sum charged to the marshal as the earnings or emoluments of his office, 
to be reduced only by reasonable payments to his deputies, and neces- 
sary and proper expenditures for office rent, furniture for same, clerk- 
hire, and ordinary office expenses. 

Marshals are entitled to retain, of their emoluments earned, at and 
after the rate of $6,000 per annum for their own compensation, and if, 
after deducting the allowances hereinafter named, the return shall still 
show a surplus, it will be the duty of the marshal to deposit the amount 
of such surplus with the nearest United States depositary, to the credit 
of the Treasurer of the United States, and forward a certificate of such 
deposit with his return. 

In addition to his own compensation, at the rate of $6,000 per annum, 
the marshal will be allowed to retain the sums which he has paid to 
either of his deputies for the services or earnings of such deputy, not 
exceeding, in anj* one case, three fourths of the amount earned by him; 
and if three fourths of his earnings, including clerical Siervices, exceed 
three thousand dollars, the allowance will be limited to that amount. 
The receipt of the deputy marshal must be examined and approved by 
the district attorney. The marshal will also be allowed his reasonable 
and necessary expenditures for rent of ati office, furniture for same, and 
for fuel, lights, and stationery for his office. It will be his duty, how- 
ever, to take, preserve, and forward with his return, vouchers for all 
such items of expenditure ; and, to prevent any misconstruction, the 
return and the voucher taken from each deputy must show precisely the 
allowance made to him by the marshal in full satisfaction for his serv- 
ices or earnings during the time for which the return is made. 

The amount of compensation which, by the terms of his service, each 
deputy is to receive, must be settled and paid to him at or before the 
expiration of each half year. 

Marshals sometimes deduct amounts paid to special deputies without 
specifying their separate earnings. In this respect there is no distinc- 
tion between regular and special deputies. The earnings of each deputy 
must be stated. 

It is proper also to state that none of these expenditures are made 
from the Treasury, and only out of the emoluments of the marshal, to be 
charged to the United States when his emoluments shall exceed the 
maximum compensation allowed by law, which is now limited to $6,000 
per annum ; but the marshal will be as particular in all respects to take,

preserve, and return the vouchers, whether the emoluments of his office 
do or do not exceed the maximum. 

In respect to all vouchers for expenditures on account of rent of office, 
furniture for same, clerk-hire, and for fuel, lights, and stationery, the 
marshal is further required to submit them to the district judge for his 
examination, and to obtain his official certificate to the effect that the 
same and each item named therein was absolutely necessary to the con-, 
venient transaction of the business of his office, and that the sums paid 
therefor were rea-sonable. Such certificate should be indorse^ on the 
emolument return. Before employing clerks in his office, the marshal 
will make application to this Department for authority to employ them, 
stating the number required, and the compensation to be allowed to each. 

The marshal is alsorequired to state, in each such semi-annual return, 
whether he has or has not received any fees or emoluments which had 
been previously returned by him as " not received ; ^ and, if any shall 
have been received, to specify the amount, and the half year or period 
during which the same were earned. 

When the return shall have been stated as hereinbefore required, the 
marshal will verify the same by his oath or affirmation, precisely in the 
printed form. Should he affirm before, or the oath be administered by, 
any officer other than a judge or clerk of a United States court, the offi- 
cial character of such officer, his authority to administer oaths and 
affirmations, and the genuineness of his signature, is required to be 
certified to by the clerk of a court of record, under the seal of such 
court, and such certificate to be attached to and forwarded with the 
return. 

The marshal's first return will embrace the time beginning with the 
day of his entry upon the duties of his office, and extending to and in- 
cluding the day upon which that half year terminates. So, when his 
term expires, or he be superseded, his last return will commence with 
the half year, and end with the day upon which his official character 
shall have terminated. 

The marshal will in no case include in his regular return any fees or 
emoluments earned during any period of time other than the proper 
half year or fraction thereof, as required by law. 

Should a vacancy occur by the death of the marshal, the deputy 
haviag charge of his office will be permitted to state and verify all the 
emolument returns due from the deceased marshal; but in all other 
cases the returns must be verified by the oath or affirmation of the mar- 
shal himself, and, to this end, his accounts should be kept in such a 
manner as to enable him, without hesitation or delay, to complete his 
return, and to verify the same. 

Every deputy United States marshal is required to certify on oath 
that the accounts rendered to the United States marshal are correct 
in each and every particular: See section 782 Revised Statutes, pre- 
scribing an oath that he will take only lawful *fee8. Such certificate 
must be on the same paper with the account, or, if several accounts are 
sworn to at the same time, a separate paper may be used, in which case 
the officer before whom the affidavit is made must fill in, in his own 
handwriting, the names of the cases in which the services were per- 
formed and the total footing of all the vouchers written out in full and 
in numerals, and the vouchers must be marked "original" or ''dupli- 
cate," and the duplicate must be a duplicate in fa^t^ not a copy^ as pro- 
vided in section 1 of the act of February 22, 1875. 
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COURTROOMS, OFFICES, FURNITURE, AND REPAIRS. 

Section 830 of chapter 16 of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
prohibits any United States marshal from incurring any expenditure of 
more than twenty dollars in any one year for furniture, or fifty dollars 
for rent of buildings and making improvements thereon, without first 
submitting a statement and estimates to the Attorney-General and 
getting his instructions in the premises. 

This provision limits the marshal in his expenditures, in all his dis- 
trict, to the sum of fifty dollars for rent and repairs, and twenty dollars 
for furniture, in any one year, unless previous authority shall be obtained 
by him for the expenditure of a greater sum ; and unless such authority 
shall have been given by the Department will in no case approve expen- 
ditures made by a marshal for these purposes in excess of the sums 
named. 

Marshals have, in some instances, since the passage of this aot, rented 
buildings or rooms, and paid rent therefor exceeding fifty dollars per 
annum, and also purchased furniture to an amount greater than twenty 
dollars, and thus sought to charge the same upon the Treasury, entirely 
disregarding this limitation upon them. Such action on their part in 
the future will invariably be held to be void, and the approval of expend- 
itures so made withheld. 

Marshals have also, in some cases, rented buildings or rooms, procured 
furniture, and made repairs, under an order of a court or the direction 
of the judge thereof, acting under the impression or belief that judges 
had the authority to charge the expenditures therefor upon the Treas- 
ury 5 but expenditures made in this manner are also in violation of 
law. While the opinion of the district or circuit judge, as to the neces- 
sity of renting buildings or rooms, or for procuring furniture for the 
same, their own chambers or other ofiQces, or for making repairs, will be 
treated with the highest respect and most careful consideration, it is 
proper to say that this Department alone, under existing laws, possesses 
the authority to order expenditures of the character named. 

Whenever, for any reason, it may become necessary to provide accom- 
modations for the United States courts or their of&ces at any point 
where the circuit or district courts are held, either in the States or Ter- 
ritories, this Department requires the marshal to examine and ascertain 
what suitable buildings or rooms can be procured, and the rent de- 
manded therefor; to select the rooms that furnish or the building which 
furnishes the most ample accommodations at the lowest rate, and report 
such selection and the terms to the Department, with a plan or diagram 
exhibiting the dimensions of the respective rooms, upon which floor, and 
how they are relatively situated, and indicating the purpose for which 
each is proposed to be occupied; and, if in a city, upon what street or 
streets the same is or are located; to certify that the same is or are con- 
veniently located, and suitable in all respects for the purpose for which 
they are required, and that the terms upon which they are offered are 
more favorable to the Government than those of any similar accommo- 
dations that can be obtained. 

He is also required to furnish the certificate of the United States 
district judge and district attorney to the same effect. 

Where applications are made for authority to provide accommodations 
for the court or courts, of a temporary character, the marshal should 
state the number of days the court or courts have been in session at the

place where tbey are required during tbe previous calendar year, and all 
the circumstances going to show the necessity of providing them. 

Applications for furniture are required to be accompanied by a de- 
tailed estimate, showing the prabable cost of each article, and the cer- 
tificate of the marshal to tbe effect that each article named in such 
estimate is necessary to thejconvenient transaction of the public bust* 
Dess, and that the estimate of cost is reasons^ble. These, also, are to be 
accompanied by the certificate of the district judge and attorney to the 
same effect. 

In cases where buildings are owned by the United States, applica* 
tions for authority to make repairs thereon are to be made in the same 
form as those for furniture. And where either accommodations for tbe 
courts or officers, furniture, or repairs, are needed, the application for 
authority to incur the expense for the same should be made at a suffi- 
ciently early day to enable tbe Department to give the application full 
consideration and to communicate its decision thereon to the marshal, 
before the same are actually required for use. 

Applications have heretofore been frequently made by marshals, re- 
questing that offices and furniture therefor be provided for them at tbe 
expense of the United States ; but this has generally been refused, the 
rule being to allow office accommodations when at particular places 
or in large cities the Government is compelled, on account of the large 
amount of business transacted, to make provision for the courts by 
renting or erecting buildings, and rooms can be spared without incou- 
venience or additional expense, but not otherwise. 

All applications for accommodations for tbe courts or their officers, 
for repairs thereon, or furniture therefor, are required to be made by or 
through the marshal, and the expenditures, if autborized, to be made 
by him. In cases, however, where leases exist or are entered into, this 
rule is modified so far that all payments tbereunder will be made by this 
Department directly from the Treasury, unless the marshal shall be 
otherwise specially directed. He will cause an account to be rendered 
by the lessor annually, semiannually, or quarterly, as the lease may 
provide, of the rent due, referring to such lease, giving date, &c., certify 
to its correctness, and cause the same to be forwarded to this Depart- 
ment, when an account will be stated at tbe Treasury in favor of such 
lessor, or other person rightfully entitled to the same, aud the amount 
remitted directly to such person. 

In some districts tbe marsbals Lave been in the habit of furnishing 
fuel, lights, and stationery for their own offices, and for tbose of the 
clerks and district attorneys, at the expense of the United States; but 
this practice is wrong, and will not be tolerated. 



PUBLIC FUNDS. 

Forms have been adopted by this Department for a report to be made 
by United States marshals at the close of each week and each mouth of 
the amount of public funds on deposit and on band. 

This report will be made up and forwarded promptly at the close of 
business on the days indicated above. Tbe observance of tbis duty is 
enjoined upon them forcibly, as tbe practice of some United States mar- 
shals, in delaying for several weeks these statements, to make them all 
atonce for a month or longer period, has caused serious embarrassment, 
and tends to defeat the object of the regulation. They will therefore 
avoid this practice. 
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Particular attention is called to the series of notes at the bottom of 
the printed form upon reports which are to be made. These reports are 
to be forwarded regularly, whether public funds are in hand or not, and 
if they are in arrears when funds are required for court purposes none 
will be advanced. 

The following is the form adopted for these reports, and must be 
strictly followed :

TJnited States marshals are required to furnish the judge of the dis- 
trict court, at the close of their official business on Saturday of each 
week during the session of court, a duplicate of their statement of 
public funds for that date, to the credit of the appropriations for jurors 
and witnesses. 
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Any marshal who takes a receipt in blank from deputies or others for 
accounts against the United States will be deemed to have committed 
an ofiense warranting his instant removal from office. 

Owing to irregularities that at times exist in relation to accoctnts 
against the United States, payments of which have been delayed, to the 
loss of the claimants, through the neglect or misunderstanding of the 
marshals, it is necessary to impress upon these officers the importance 
of the following instructions, and they will be expected to adhere strictly 
to their spirit and letter, in respect to all official disbursements: 

Fees and mileage to jurors and witnesses are payable at the time of 
their discharge. All other claims against the United States, which mar- 
shals are expected to settle, are payable when due. 

No due-bills or certificates of indebtedness, ^ssued by the marshals 
as disbursing officers, will be recognized as valid unless it is made to 
appear clearly that, without any fault or negligence on the part of the 
marshal, money could not be obtained to pay the accounts when they 
accrued. 

Fees and mileage of jurors and witnesses, and bills for all other ex- 
penses of the court, including the support of prisoners, must be actu- 
ally paid in lawful money before they can be charged to the United 
States. The marshals will be literally exact when supporting their ac- 
counts with the verification that the expenses incurred were necessary 
and were " paid in good faith.''

ACT OF JUNE 20, 1874. 

The attention of the marshals of the United States is specially invited 
to the second section of the act approved June 30, 1874, entitled "An 
act making appropriations for the legislative, executive, and judicial 
expenses of the Government for the year ending June 30, 1875, and for 

other purposes," which is as follows: 

* • . * * • • • 

Sec. 2. That every clerk of the circuit court or district court of the 
United States, United States marshal, or United States district attorney, 
shall reside permanently in the district where his official duties are to 
be performed, and shallgive his personal attention thereto; and in case 
any such officer shall remove from his district, or shall fail to give per- 
sonal attention to the duties of his office, except in case of sickness, such 
office shall be deemed vacant: Provided^ That in the southern district 
of New York said officers may reside within twenty miles of their dis- 
trict. 

By this section the marshals and attorneys of the United States, and 
clerks of the courts, are required to reside permanently in the district 
where their official duties are to be performed, and give their personal 
attention thereto. 

United States marshals and district attorneys will therefore under- 
stand that they cannot absent themselves from their respective districts 
at pleasure, but that their absence therefrom must be upon official busi- 
ness or upon leave obtained from the Department. 
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INSTRUCTIONS AND FOEMS FOR XTNITED STATES ATTORNEYS. 

On taking the oath of office, United States attorneys will immediately 
transmit a copy thereof to this Department. Thej^ will, at the earliest 
practicable period, obtain from their predecessors in office the books, 
papers, and other property of the United States in their hands. 

Wlienever a district attorney retires from office he should make a 
complete inventorj^ of all books in his office belonging to the United 
States, taking receipts in du|)licate from his successor, one of which 
mnst be sent to this Department before a tiual settlement of his accounts 
can be made. 

Unless already furnished with them, each attorney will procure a 
well-bound docket and letter-book, properly labeled and marked, inside 
and outside, '' The property of the United States," with suitable in- 
dexes; for which he will be allowed on the settlement of his accounts. 
He will make full and minute entries in these dockets of the time of 
issuing and receiving papers and process, and of whatsoever is done by 
him in United States cases of all kinds, with correct dates. The letter- 
book will contain full and true copies of all letters written by him offi- 
cially, relating to suits or to matters in which the United States are 
interested. 

All official letters relating to United States cases, received by United 
States attorneys, will be preserved as public pro])erty. Whenever such 
letters accumulate sufficiently to make a volume, the officer having them 
in possession will cause the same to be bound according to their dates, 
and the expense thereof will be allowed in his accounts. All papers 
and documents used by, or coming to the possession of, any United . 
States attorney, during the progress of a suit and relating thereto, 
shall be properly filed and kept in a bundle with the other papers 
relating to the cause, and these, together with the books referred to 
above and other public property, shall be delivered to his successor in 
office. 

EMOLUMENT RETURNS. 

The 833d section of chapter 16 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States requires that every district attorney shall, npon the first day of 
January and July in each year^ make to the Attorney General, i/t such form 
aft he shall prescribe, and under oath, a return, in wrifing, embracing all the 
fees and emoluments of his office of every name and character; also embrac- 
ing all his necessary office expenses, together with the vouchers for the 
payment of the same, for the half year ending on the said first day of 
January or July, as the case may be. It is further provitled by section 
844 that the attorney shall, with each such return made by him, pay 
into the Treasury of the United States or deposit to tihe credit of the Treas- 
urer tliereof as may be directed by the Attorney -General, any surplus of 
the fees and emoluments of his office, vchich his half-yearly return no made 
as aforesaid shall show to exist, over and above tne compensation and 
allowances therein authorized to be retained by him.

The foregoing form is so specific, it is not deemed necessary to do 
more than to invite the attorney's special attention thereto, in so far as 
the manner of statement of his return is concerned ; for it is believed 
that the compensation for every conceivable service may be easily re- 
ported under the heads designated. 

It is i>roper to say, however, that the returns contemplated by law 
cannot be accepted unless made and verified in the form Iwrein prescribed. 

Theretbre, it is expected that the attorney will, in the first instance^ 
conform thereto. N^o money can be paid from the Treasury of the United 
States to any United States attorney^ for any purpose^ while his emolument 
returns are or shall remain in arrear. 

If necessary to the convenient transaction of the business of his office^ 
he will be allowed reasonable expenditures for the Tent of an ofiice, and 
furniture for the same, for necessary clerk-hire, and for fuel, lights, 
antl stationery; but expenditures for these purposes c^an only be made out 
of his official emoluments; and in order that the same may be allowed, 
ths attorney is required to take, specify in and forward with each of his 
returns proper vouchers tlierefor, showing all the items embra^d in ea^h 
cla^s of expenditures.

to deposit such surplus with the nearest [Jnited States depositary, to- 
the credit of the Treasury of the United States, and forward a certifi- 
cate thereof with his return. But the attorney will be a^ particular in 
taking, specifying in and forwarding with his return vouchers for ex- 
penditures for the purposes named, whether his earnings sluxll or shall 
not exceed the maximum. 

In renpect P> all vouchers for expenditures on account of rent of office^ 
furniture for the same, for clerk hire, and for fuel, lights, and stationery^ 
the attorney is further required to submit them to the district judge for his 
examination, and to obtain his official certificate to the effect that the same^ 
and e*ich item named therein, teas absolutely necessary to the convenient 
transaction of the business of his office, and that the sums paid therefor 
were reasonable. Such certificate should be indorsed on the emolument 
return. 

Before employing clerks in his office, the attorney will make applica- 
tion to this Department for authority to do so, stating the number re- 
quired, and the compensation to be allowed to each. 

The law requires these returns to be made on the first days of Janu- 
ary and July, respectively, and tlie Departtnent will hereafter insist that 
they be promptly made in the form and verified in the manner required.

Should the attorney affirm before, or the oath be administered by, any 
officer other than a judge or a clerk of one of the United States courts, 
the official character of such officer, his authority to administer oaths 
and affirmations, and the genuineness of his signature, are required to be 
certified by the clerk of a court of record, under the seal of such court; 
and such certificate to be attached to and forwarded with the return. 

Should the attorney ent<*r upon his official term intervening the days 
named, he will make his first return for the period beginning on that 
day and extending to and iucluding the last day of that half year; so, 
if he resign or be superseded, his last return will commence with the 
half year and extend to and include the day upon which his official 
character terminated. 

Attorneys have frequently requested that offices be provided and fur- 
nished for them, at the expense of the United States; but such appli- 
cations have generally been reiused, the rule beiug to allow office accom- 
modations when, at particular places or in large cities, the Government 
is compelled, on account of the large amount of business transacted, to 
make provisions for the courts by renting or erecting buildings, and 
rooms can be spared without inconvenience or additional expense, but 
not otherwise. 

The district attorney will certify to the rendition of service by his 
assistants in their quarterly accounts, and approve them if correct. 

His own accounts for fees and per diems must be sent to the First 
Auditor of the Treasury. 



REPORTS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

In order that a complete record of all criminal cases in the courts of 
the United States may be kept in the Department of Justice, attorneys 
will, at the close of eacH term of court, report to the Attorney General 
the proceedings had at such term in all criminal cases pending in said 
court, the indictments found, giving the names of the defend »nts, the 
offense charged, the date of the indictment and the verdict thereupon, 
or other disposition of the same.

Upon taking the oath of office and filing their official bonds, clerks 
of the different courts of the United States are requested immediately 
to advise this Department by letter to that effect. 

All official letters relating to United States cases, received by clerks, 
not needed by them as voucher for the payment of money, will be 
preserved as public property, and delivered to their successors. Where 
the originals are essential to them as vouchers, they will leave copies 
in their places. Whenever such letters accumulate in number sufficient 
to make a volume, the officer having them in possession will cause the 
same to be bound according to their dates, and the expense thereof will 
be allowed in his accounts. 

emolument-returns. 

Section 833, chapter 16, of the Eevised Statutes of the United States 
requires that every clerk of a district court, and every clerk of a circuit 
court, shall, upon the first day of January and July in each year, make 
to the Attorney-General, in such form as he shall prescribe, and under 
oath, a return in writing, embracing all the fees and emoluments of his 
office, of every name and character ; also, embracing all his necessary 
office expenses, together with the vouchers for the payment of the same, 
for the half year ending on the said first day of January and July, as 
the case may be. The compensation to which a clerk is limited by this 
section is $3,500 per annum over and above the necessary expenses of 
his office, the necessary clerk-hire included, or at and after that rate for 
such time as he may hold the office. It is further provided by this sec- 
tion that the clerk shall, with each such return made by him, pay into 
the Treasury of the United States, or deposit to the credit of the Treas- 
urer thereof, as may be directed by the Attorney -General, any surplus 
of the fees and emoluments of his office which his half-yearly return so 
made shall show to exist over and above the compensation and allow- 
ances therein authorized to be retained by him.

Should the officer making the return be only clerk of one of the courts 
named in the form, he will, of course, omit the other; if clerk of both 
courts he will render separate returns for each court ; if he is a clerk 
of any of the United States courts in the Territories, he will change 
the form to correspond; but the Department will insist that in all other 
respects the emolument returns required by the law referred to shall be 
made in the foregoing form, and immediately after the expiration of 
each half year, as the law requires. 
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All clerks of che United States courts will make and forward to this 
Department the return required by law of all the earnings of their re- 
spective offices^ of every name and character^ distinguishing between those 
received and those not received, in conformity with the foregoing form ; 
and make similar returns of the earnings on the first days of January 
and Jul3^, respectively, during the time they may hold their respective 
offices. 

Clerks are entitled to retain out of their earnings the sum of $3,500 
per annum, or at and after thsit rate, for their own compensation, over 
and above reasonable allowances for office expenses. Should their earn- 
ings, however, exceed this sum, they are required to pay the surplus 
into the Treasury of the United States. 

If necessary to the convenient transaction of the business of his office 
the clerk will be allowed reasonable expenditures for the rent of an 
office and furniture for the same, for necessary clerk- hire, and for fuel^ 
lights, and stationery; but expenditures for these purposes can only be 
made out of his official emoluments ; and in order that the same may 
be allowed, the clerk is required to take, specify in, and forward with 
each of his returns vouchers therefor, showing all the items embraced 
in each class of expenditures. Should the return still show a surplus, 
after deducting the allowances for those purposes, it will be the duty of 
the clerk malting the same to deposit such surplus with the nearest 
United States depositary, to the credit of the Treasurer of the United 
States, and forward a certificate of such deposit with such return ; but 
all clerks are required to be as particular in taking, specifying in, and 
forwarding with, their returns vouchers for all expenditures, whether 
their returns do or do not exhibit a surplus. Before employing clerks 
in Ms office, the clerk will make application to this Department for au- 
thority to do so, stating the number required and the compensation to 
be allowed to each. 

These returns are required to be verified by the oath or affirmation of 
the clerk making the same ; and should he affirm before, or the oath be ad- 
ministered by, any officer other than a judge of one of the United States 
courts, the official character of such officer, his authority to administer 
oaths and affirmations, and the genuineness of his signature, are re- 
quired to be certified by the clerk of a court of record, under the seal of 
such court, and such certificate to be attached to and forwarded with 
the return. 

In respect to all vouchers for expenditures on account of rent of office, 
furniture for same, for clerk hire, and for fuel, lights, and stationery, 
the clerk is further required to submit them to the proper district judge 
for his examination, and to obtain his official certificate to the effect 
that the same and each item named therein was absolutely necessary to 
the convenient transaction of the business of his office, and that the 
sums paid therefor were reasonable. Such certificate to be indorsed on 
the emolument return. 

When a clerk enters upon the duties of his office during a half year, 
he will make his first return for the period beginning on the day of such 
entry and extending to and including the day closing the half year; so, 
when he resigns or is superseded, his Inst return will commence with a 
half year and end with the day upon which his official character termi- 
nated. 

Clerks have frequently requested that offices be provided and fur- 
nished for them at the expense of the United States ; but such applica* 
tions have generally been refused, the rule being to allow office accom* 
modations when, at particular places or in large cities, the Government

is compelled, on account of tbe large amount of business transacted^ 
to make provision for the courts by renting or erecting buildings, and 
rooms can be spared, without inconvenience or additional expense, 
but not otherwise. All expenditures far rent of office and furnishing the 
same must he paid out of their official emoluments^ unless the Department 
shall^ under the rule hereinbefore referred to, upon application in proper 
form through the marshal, deem it proper to authorize the expenditure from 
the Treasury. 

The attention of each clerk is specially invited to the foregoing form 
and instructionzs, with a view to a prompt return of his emoluments, as 
the law requires, and in the form prescribed, as no return can be ac- 
cepted unless the requirements of the law and the Department are fully 
and strictly complied with ; neither can any money be paid to a clerk from 
the Treasury for any purpose while his emolument return is in arrear. 

Should the clerk receive during any half year siny fees or emoluments 
which had been previously returned by him as " not received," It will be 
his duty to state the amount thereof in his next return, and specify the 
half year during which the same was earned, as indicated by the form. 

If none has been received, he will ^o state. 

The clerk will send his accounts for fees and per diems to the First 
Auditor of the Treasury. 

The clerks will, on the first day of January and July of each year, for- 
ward to this Department a corrected list of all United States commis- 
sioners acting under appointment of their courts, with mention of tlieir 
residences and dates of commission. 

Under act February 22, 1875, the accounts and vouchers of clerks^ 
marshals, and district attorneys must be made in duplicate, to be 
marked, respectively, original and duplicates ; and the clerk is required 
to forward the originals and vouchers, when approved, to the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury, and to retain in his office the duplicates. 
The clerk, in forwarding the originals, will certify to the fact that du- 
plicates thereof are filed in his office ; and he is instructed to forward no 
original accounts with vx)uchers unless such duplicates are on file in 
his office, that the same may be open to public inspection at all times. 



CIBCULARS. 

The following circulars have been issued by the Department of Jus- 
tice, at various times, in relation to the duties of the several officers of 
the courts under its control, who are hereby ordered to examine them 
frequently and conform their official acts to the instructions therein 
given. 

residence of officers. 

Department of Justice, 
Washington, D. C, March 26, 1872. 

Sir: Complaints are frequently made to this Department that some 
of the Territorial judges do not reside within their respective judicial 
districts. This practice is in violation of law and official duty. By the 
organic acts of the several Territories, district judges are required to 
reside within the districts to which they have been respectively assigned, 
and they are expected to comply with this requirement of law. Terri- 
torial judges cannot be allowed to absent themselves from their districts^ 
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except in the performance of official duty, or upon leave obtained from 
tbis Department. Inattention to these instructions will not be over- 
looked.

AN ACT to regalate and secure the safe-keeping of pnblio money intrusted to disburs- 
ing officers of the United States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That from and after the passage 
of this act it shall be the duty of every disburing officer of the United 
States having any public money intrusted to him for disbursement to 
deposit the same with the Treasurer or some one of the Assistant Treas- 
urers of the (Juited States, and to draw for the same only as may be 
required for payments to be made by him in pursuance of law ; and all 
transfers from the Treasury of the United States to a disbursing officer 
shall be by draft or warrant on the Treasury or an Assistant Treasurer 
of the United States: Provided, That in places where there is no Treas- 
urer nor Assistant Treasurer of the United States, the Secretary of the 
Treasury may, when he deems it essential to the public interest, spe- 
cially authorize in writing the deposit of such public money in any other 
public depository, or, in writing, authorize the same to be kept in any 
other manner, and under such rules and regulations as he may deem 
most safe and effectual to facilitate the payments to public creditors. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That if any disbursing officer of the 
United States shall deposit any public money intrusted to him in any 
place or in any manner, except as authorized bj^ law, or shall convert 
to his own use in any way whatever, or shall loan, with or without in- 
terest, or shall for any purpose not prescribed by law withdraw from 
the Treasurer or any Assistant Treasurer, or any authorized depository, 
or shall for any purpose not prescribed by law, transfer or apply any 
portion of the public money intrusted to him, every such act shall 
be deemed and adjudged an embezzlement of the money so deposited, 
converted, used, loaned, withdrawn, transferred, or applied, and every 
such act is hereby declared a felony, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by imprisonment for a term not less than one year nor more 
that ten years, or by fine not more than the amount embezzled nor less 
than one thousand dollars, or by both such fine and imprisonment, at 
the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That if any banker, broker, or any 
person, not an authorized depositary of public money, shall knowingly 
receive from any disbursing officer, or collector of internal revenue, or 
other agent of the United^tates any public money on depositor by way 
of a loan or accommodation, with or without interest, or otherwise than 
in payment of a debt against the United States ; or shall use, transfer, 
convert, appropriate, or apply any portion of the public money for any 
purpose not prescribed by law ; or shall counsel, aid, or abet any dis- 
bursing officer or collector of internal revenue or other agent of the 
United States in so doing, every such act shall be deemed and adjudged 
an embezzlement of the money so deposited, loaned, transferred, used, 
converted, appropriated, or applied; and any president, cashier, teller, 
director, or other officer of any bank or banking association who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this act shall be deemed and adjudged 
guilty of embezzlement of public money, and punished as provided in 
section two of this act.

CIRCULAR INSTRUCTIONS TO ALL DISBURSINO OFFICERS OF THE 
UNITED STATES C0NN:^CTED WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 

Department of Justice, 

January 20, 1875. 

The attention of all disbursing officers of the United States connected 
with this Department, is invited to the provisions contained in the fol- 
lowing section of an act approved June 14, 1866, to wit: 

^^Seo. 1. That from and after the passage of this act, it shall be the 
duty of every disbursing officer of the United States having any pub- 
lic money intrusted to him for disbursement to deposit the same with 
the Treasurer or some one of the assistant treasurers of the United 
States, and to draw for the same only as may be required for payments 
to be made by him in pursuance of law • * * • * Provided^ That 
in placHs where there is no Treasurer nor assistant treasurer of the 
United States, the Secretary of the Treasury may, when he deems it es- 
sential to the public interest, specially authorize in writing the deposit 
of such public money in any other public depository, or, in writing, au- 
thorize the same to be kept in any other manner, and under such rules 
and regulations as he may deem most safe and effectual to facilitate the 
payments to public creditors." 

A subsequent section in the above act provides severe penalties for 
any disbursing officer who shall keep such moneys in any other manner 
or place than as above provided. 

Accompanying this circular is a list, prepared by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, of the offices referred to and. such other public depositories as 
have been specially designated by him, under the provisions of the 
above act, for the safe-keeping and disbursement of public moneys in- 
trusted to disbursing officers connected with this Department, and such 
' officers must hereafter keep their public funds in some of the offices or 
banks mentioned in this list ; provided, however, that in cases where 
the keeping of such funds in said offices or banks is found by any officer 
impracticable, or not in accordance with the public interest, upon the 
receipt at this Department of an application from such officer for au- 
thority to keep the same in some other manner, such ai>plication will be 
laid before the Secretary of the Treasury for his action thereon, and the 
officer will in due time be advised of the result. 

In order to avoid any embarrassment which may hereafter arise from 
a violation of the provisions of the act cited, a strict compliance with its 
provisions is hereby enjoined upon all officers concerned. 

Proper notice will be given of any change in the list.

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REGULATIONS FOR THE DEPOSIT OF PUBLIC MONEYS. 
Department No 2 TREASURY DEPARTMENT ' 

Independent Treasury No. 22. Washington^ D. 0., January 3, 1876. 

To collectors and surveyors of customs^ collectors of internal revenue^ re- 
ceivers of public moneys for landSy marshals, clerks of courts, and all 
other officers or agents of the United States engaged in collecting, deposit- 
ingy or transmitting public moneys : 

Cbauges having been made in the laws since tbb issuing of Depart- 
ment's regulations of February 10, 1871, for the deposit of public 
moneys, the following regulations, based upon specific provisions of ex- 
isting laws, for the violation of which penal ies of a severe character 
are provided, are hereby prescribed, and a strict compliance therewith 
enjoined. 

COLLECTIONS. 

Collectors and surveyors of customs, collectors of internal revenue, 
and receivers of public moneys, living in the same city or town with, 
an assistant treasurer or designated depositary, most depost their re- 
ceipts at the close of each day. OfiQcers at such a distance from a 
depository that daily deposits are impracticable, must forward their 
receipts as often as they amount to one thousand dollars, and at the 
end of each month, without regard to the amount accumulated. 

All collections must be deposited to the credit of the Treasurer of the 
United JStat«s, except moneys received by collectors of internal revenue 
from sales under section 3460 Revised Statutes of the United States, or 
from offers of compromises when received prior to the acceptance of the 
offer, which must be deposit )d to the credit of the Secretary of the 
Treasury as heretofore. 

Receipts of coin must not in any case be deposited in a national-bank 
depository. 

District attorneys, marshals, and clerks of courts who receive public 
moneys accruing to the United States from fines, penalties, and for- 
feitures, fees, costs, forfeitures of recognizances, debts due the United 
States, interest on such debts, sales of public property, or from any 
other sources, will deposit the same in accordance with the foregoing 
paragraphs, except moneys accruing from customs and internal-revenue 
cases, which should be paid to the collector or surveyor of customs, or 
collector of internal revenue of the district in which the case arose, and 
moneys accruing from post-office suits, which should be deposited to 
the Treasurer's credit /or the use of the Post-Office Department 

The Department encourages the practice of a deputy collector or 
agent depositing directly with a depositary in the name of his principal, 
believing that greater economy and dispatch will thereby be attained. 
In such cases the depositor will take certificates of deposit in the name 
of the collector or other officer whose agent he is, or for whom he is 
acting, and dispose of them as hereinafter provided. 

DISBURSING FUNDS. 

All moneys advanced from the Treasury to any officer or agent of the 
Government for disbursement, or coming into his hands, must be depos- 
ited to his official credit as such disbursing officer or agent, and drawn 
upon only in his official capacity. 

Deposits of such moneys may be made with the Treasurer, an assist- 
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ant treasurer, or any desigrnated depositary of the United States, if spe- 
cially authorized by the Secretary of the Treasury for that purpose 
under the act of June 14, 18G6 (section 6153 Kevised Statutes of the 
United States), and not otherwise. In case no such special authority 
has been given to a convenient depositary, application should be made 
to the Secretary of the Treasury for such authorization. 

CERTIFICATES OF DEPOSIT. 

Hereafter the originals of all certificates of deposit for the deposit of 
any and all public moneys of every character and description, except as 
stated in the next succeeding paragraph, should be forwarded to the 
Seqretary of the Treasury immediately upon their issue by the depositors 
(not. the depositaries), who, before transmitting them, should see that 
their amounts correspond with the amounts actually deposited by them. 

EXCEPTIONS. 

Those issued to disbursing officers for disbursing funds deposited to 
their official credit, subject to the payment of their checks, and more 
properly called di.sbursiiig officers' receipts, should be retained in their 
own possession ; those issued for the transfer of funds from one Govern- 
ment depository to another, and on account of fractional currency, or 
the 5 per cent, national-bank redemption fund, should be forwarded to 
the Treasurer of the United States; and those issued for the deposit of 
moneys pertaining to the Post-Uffice Department should be forwarded 
to the Third Assistant Postmaster-General. 

RECEIPTS. 

Keceipts given to district attorneys, marshals, or clerks for moneys 
paid by them to collectors and surveyors of customs should be sent to 
the Solicitor of the Treasury, and similar receipts from collectors of in- 
ternal revenue should be sent to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

Receipts given to an officer for deposits of his disbursing funds to his 
own credit should be retained by him for his own security as above 
stated. 

Reference is hereby made to Department's circulars of December 16, 
18G9, relative to the transportation of public moneys by express ; Jan- 
uary 2, 1872, relative to disbursing funds; and January 21, 1874, con- 
cerning the issue and disposition of certificates. Also to sections 3216, 
3218, 3617, 3620, 3621, 3625, and 5481 to 5505, inclusive, of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States.

Whereas it has been brought to the notice of the President of the 
United States that many persons holding civil office by appointment 
from him, or otherwise, under the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, while holding such Federal positions, accept offices under the 
authority of the States and Territories in which they reside, or of mu- 
nicipal corporations, under the charters and ordinances of such corpo- 
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rations, thereby assuming the daties of the State, territorial, or mani- 
cipal office at the same time that the.v are charged with the daties of 
the civil office held under Federal authority- : 

And whereas it is believed that, with few exceptions, the holding of 
two such offices by the same person is incompatible with a due and 
faithful discharge of the duties of either office; that it frequently gives 
rise to great inconvenience, and often results in detriment to the public 
service ; and, moreover, is not in harmony with the genius of the Gov- 
ernment : 

In view of the premises, therefore, the President has deemed it proper 
thus and hereby to give public notice that, from and after the 4th day 
of March, A. D. 1873 (except as herein specified), persons holding any 
Federal civil office by appointment under the Constitution and laws of 
the United States will be expected, while holding such office, not to ac- 
cept or hold any office under any State or territorial gov^ernment, or 
under the charter or ordinances of any municipal corporation; and 
further, that the acceptance or continued holding of any such State^ 
telritorial, or municipal office, whethei' elective or by appointment, by 
any person holding civil office under the Government of the CTnited 
States, other than judicial offices under the Constitution of the United 
States, will be deemed a vacation of the Federal office held by such per- 
son, and will be taken to be and will be treated as a resignation by such 
Federal officer of his commission or appointment in the service of the 
United States. 

The offices of justices of the peace, of notaries public, and of com- 
missioners to take the acknowledgment of deeds, of bail, or to admin- 
ister oaths, shall not be deemed within the purview of this order, and 
are excepted from its operation, and may be held by Federal officers. 

The appointment of deputy marshal of the United States may be con- 
ferred upon sheriffs or deputy sheriffs. And deputy postmasters, the 
emoluments of whose office do not exceed $600 per annum, are also ex- 
cepted from the operations of this order, and may accept and hold ap- 
poiutiUents under State, territorial, or municipal authority, provided 
the same be found not to interfere with the discharge of their duties as 
postmaster. Heads of Departments and other officers of the Govern- 
ment who have the appointment of subordinate officers are required to 
take notice of this order, and to see to the enforcement of its provisions 
antl terms within the sphere of their respective departments or offic/CS, 
and as relates to the several persons holding appointments under them 
respectively.

Inquiries having been made from various quarters as to the applica- 
tion of the Executive order, issued on the 17th January, relating to the 
holding of State or municipal offices, by persons holding civil offices 
under the Federal Government, the President directs the following re- 
ply to be made: 

It has been asked whether the order prohibits a Federal officer from 
holding also the office of an alderman, or of a common councilman in a 
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city, or of a town councilman of a town or village, or of appointments 
under cit.v, town, or village governments* By some it has been sug- 
gested that there may be distinction made in case the office be \^ith or 
without salary or compensation. The city or town offices of the de- 
scription referred to, by whatever names tliey may be locally known, 
whether held by election or by appointment, and whether with or with- 
out salary or compensation, are of the class which the Executive order 
intends not to be held by persons holding Federal offices. 

It has been asked whether the order prohibits Federal officers from 
holding positions on boards of education, school committees, public 
libraries, religious or eleemosynary institutions, incorporated, or estab- 
lished, or sustained by State or municipal authority. Positions and 
service on such boards or committees, and professorships in colleges^ 
are not regarded as "offices" within the contemplation of the Execu- 
tive order, but as employments or service in which all good citizens^ 
may be engaged without incompatibility, an<l in many cases without 
necessary interference with any positioTi which they may hold under the 
Federal Government. Officers of the Federal Government may, there- 
fore, engage in such service, provided the attention required by such 
employment does not interfere with the regular and efficient discharge 
of the duties of their office under the Federal Government. The head 
of the Department under whom the Federal office is held will, in all cases, 
be the sole judge whether or not the employment does thus interfere. 

The question has also been asked with regard to officers of the State 
militia. Congress having exercised the power conferred by the Con- 
stitution to provide lor organizing the militia, which is liable to be 
called forth to be employed in the SJTvice of the United States, and is- 
thus, in some sense, under the control of the General Government, and 
is, moreover, of the greatest value to the public, the Executive order of 
17th January is not considered as prohibiting Federal officers from being 
officers of the militia in the States and Territories. 

It has been asked whether the order prohibits persons holding office 
under the Federal Government being members of local or municipal fire 
departments; also, whether it applies to mechanics employed by the 
day in the armories, arsenals, and navy yards, &c., of the United States.. 
Unpaid service in local or muiiicif)al tire departments is not regarded aa 
an office within the intent of the Executive order, and may be performed 
by Federal officers, provided it does not interfere with the regular and 
efficient discharge of the duties of the Federal office, of which the head 
of the Department under which the office is held will, in each case, be 
the judge. Employment by the day as mt'chanics or laborers in the 
armories, arsenals, navy -yards, &c., does not constitute an office of any 
kind, and those thus employed are not within the contemplation of the 
Executive order. Master workmen, and others who hold appointments 
from the Government or from any DepartnuMit, whether for a fixed time 
or at the pleasure of the appointing power, are embraced within the 
operation of the order.

I invite the attention of the officers of the courts of the Unite<l States 
to the inclosed copy of an act of Congress approved February 22, 1675, 
entitled "An act regulating fees and costs, and for other purposes." 

Instructions relative to the mode of carrying into effect the provisions 
of the first and seventh sections of the act will be issued by the First 
Comptroller of the Treasury. 

Under the third section, the Attorney-General may require a bond of 
increased amount from the clerks of the courts in a sum not to exceed 
$20,000. This section further directs that all such bonds shall be re- 
corded in their respective offices, and the originals to be filed in the 
Department of Justice. Under these sections, blank bonds will be pre- 
pared by the Department, and forwarded to the respective clerks of the 
courts, who will be required to execute them in such penal sum as may 
be fixed by this Department, and forward them to the Department as 
early as practicable. 

Attention is invited to the fifth and sixth sections of the act, making 
it a misdemeanor for any clerk of a court to willfully refuse or neglect to 
make and forward to the Department any rej)ort, certificate, statement, 
or other document required by law to be made. There has been too 
much carelessness heretofore in this respect, and it is proper, therefore, 
to say, that to enable this Department to keep its records and files in 
proper order, it is absolutely necessary that all officers who are required 
by law or regulations to make reports to the Department should do so 
promptly at the time they become due. Should there be a failure to 
comply with the provisions of the fifth and six sections of this act, it 
will be my duty to proceed in the manner indicated therein.

Washington^ D. C, November 8, 1881. 

Special attention is called to the following provisions of the Statutes 
relating to the purchase of articles for the use of the United States ; 
or for services rendered under provisions of law or regulations of the 
Treasury Department : 

If, Section 3648. "No advance of public money shall be made in any 
case whatever. And in all cases of contracts for the performance of 
any service, or the delivery of articles of any description, for the usa of 
the United States, payment shall not exceed the value of the service 
rendered, or of the articles delivered previously to such payment. It 
shall, however, be lawful, under the special direction of the President, 
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to make such advances to the disbursing officers of the Government as 
may be necessary to the faithful and prompt discharge of their respect- 
ive duties, and the fulfillment of the public engagements." 

This statute is mandatory and binding upon all who serve the Gov- 
ernment for salary or fees ; and also for all purchases of articles for 
delivery to the United States; carefully restricting payment made to 
amount of service rendered, or articles purchased and duly delivered 
before such payment. 

Hereafter specific evidence of delivery of any and all articles pur- 
chased for the public use will be required for file with the vouchers- 
presented to this office for audit. 

The rendition of a bill, with receipt, for moneys claimed as due for 
purchase made, will not be deemed evidence of delivery in any case. 

Persons or corporations demanding payments in advance for gas, 
water, or other service, or supplies for the public use, are notified that, 
under the restrictive provisions of the Statutes, no account can be Cer- 
tified by this office except for service, &c., rendered at the date of present 
tation of stich account. 

Disbursing officers who are charged with payments for articles pur- 
chased, or services rendered to the Government, are notified that sus- 
pensions or disallowances will be made in all accounts rendered by 
them for such articles or service until full evidence is filed that the 
service has been rendered, and that the articles have been delivered to 
the proper custodian or agent of the Government. 

All officers legally responsible for the custody of public property are 
required by law to keep careful account of the same and to charge 
themselves therewith. rz;::^ 

The certificate of delivery of property purchased for use of the United 
States will be required in all cases where practicable, duly signed by 
the legal custodian thereof. Where property is delivered to other par- 
ties than those above indicated for transportation, or for a subsequent 
delivery, the certificate will be signed by the actual custodian to whom 
delivered.

United States attorneys, clerks of United States courts, and United 
States commissioners will hereafter render their accounts quarterly, for 
the quarters ending 31st March, 30th June, 30th September, and 31st 
December, or half yearly, ending 30th June and 3l8t December. 

If an account be rendered difterently, it will be held and settled at 
the close of the then current quarter. 

Each account rendered, as above required, must contain charges for 
all fees, &c., earned during the quarter, but commissioners will not

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charge for issuing warrants and subpoenas in a case where the same 
have not been returned. 

Explanations to suspensions in any quarterly account will be held 
for the settlement of the next quarterly account. 

Clerks and commissioners will in all instances give dates, on the left- 
hand margin of their accounts, showing when each warrant and sub- 
poena was issued and each recognizance taken.

DISCHARGE OF POOR CONVICT, 

No. 38. 

Department op Justice, 

November 24, 1874. 

To the Hon. , 

Judge of the United States : 

Sir : Section 1042 of the Revised Statutes of the United States pro- 
vides that " when a poor convict, sentenced by any court of the United 
States to pay a fine, or fine and costs, Whether with or without impris- 
onment, has been confined in prison thirty days solely for the non-pay- 
ment of such fine, or fine and costs, he may make application, in writing, 
to any commissioner of the United States court in the district where he 
is imprisoned, setting forth his inability to paj^ such fine, or fine and 
costs, and, after notice to the district attorney, who may appear, offer 
evidence, and be heard, the commissioner shall proceed to hear and 
determine the matter, and if, on examination, it shall appear to him that 
such convict is unable to pay such fine, or fine and costs, and that he 
has not any property exceeding $20 in value, except such as is by law 
exempt from being taken on execution for debt, upon the convict mak- 
ing an affidavit thereto, he shalibe discharged.'' 

I am informed that under this law HX)plicatious are of frequent occur- 
rence, and, upon a hearing before the commissioners, the convicts are 
discharged. No record of such discharges is at present kept, except 
perhaps in the offices of the commissioners; and as it is of importance 
that information as to the final disposition of these cases should be had, 
I respectfully request that an order of court l)e made requiring all United 
States commissioners holding their appointments under the circuit court 
of your district, when any proceedings are had before them under this 
law, that such proceedings be ic^ported to the United States attorney 
for the district, and also to this Department, that a record of the same 
may be kept.

The atteution of the marshals of the United States for the several 
judicial districts has been called to the limited amount available for 
court expenses, and the strictest economy enjoined upon them in their 
expenditures. 

One great source of expense is the large number of witnesses sum- 
moned at each term of court, many of whom are either entirely unne- 
cessary or their evidence of so little weight and value that it could 
be dispensed with without prejudice to the cases in which they testify. 
This arises in many cases from the very loose manner in which subpoe- 
nas are issued out of the clerk's office. In some districts I learn it is 
the practice of the clerks to issue subpoenas in blank, and the names of 
the witnesses are subsequently filled in by the marshal, his deputies, or 
others. This is a practice which can no longer be tolerated, and if it is 
(Continued by any clerk, after the receipt by him of this circular, upon 
it being made known to this Department, the judge of the court will be 
requested to make a change in the office. Hereafter, in all United 
States cases, the clerks of the court will issue no subpoenas unless upon 
a praecipe directed to them by the United States attorney. This course 
is rendered necessary, owing to the large increase of expenses for court 
purposes, and it is hoped that all the officers of the courts will earnestly 
CO operate in effecting a material reduction of such expenses.

ACTUAL EXPENSES FOR OFFICERS OF THE GOVERNMENT SERVING AS 

WITNESSES. 

[Circular.] 

Department of Justice, 
Washington, January 4, 1879. 

, Esq. : 



Sir : Inquiries lately made of the Attorney-General, by district at- 
torneys and marshals from different districts, as to whether section 850 
of the Revised Statutes is applicable to certain classes of officers sub- 
pcenaed as witnesses for the Government, suggest the advisability of 
issuing general instructions covering the subject of these inquiries. 

You are accordingly informed — 

1. That section 850, as construed by this Department, is limited to 
salaried officers who are sent away from their places of business as wit- 
nesses for the Government. This construction, which is favored by the 
implication contained in the last clause of the section, derives additional 
support from a reference to the original provision in the act of February 
26, 1853, ch. 80. Officers compensated by fees, who are thus called away 
as witnesses, are accordingly not deemed to be within that section. These 
officers (except where the allowance of witnesses' fees to any of them is 
elsewhere prohibited, as in section 849) should be paid the per diem and 
mileage provided by section 848. 
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2. That sectiou 850 is regarded by this Department as not extending 
to officers or employes of the Government for whose necessary expenses 
while traveling to and from court, and also during their attendance 
thereon, provision is otherwise made by Congress. Within this cate- 
gory, it is believed, come the special agents of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, the special agents of the Pension Office, the special agents of the 
Treasury Department, internal-revenue agents, and secret service oper- 
atives under the control of the Treasury Department — especially wheo 
called as witnesses for the Government in those cases wherein they are 
employed by direction of their respective Bureaus or Departments. These 
agents and operatives (iu addition to certain salaries or per diem paid 
them as compensation for their services) are understood to receive al- 
lowanoes for traveling and other incidental expenses, incurred while in 
the discharge of their duties, out of appropriations specially provided 
f<Hr these objects. Section 850 does not comprehend expenses for which 
Congress has thus specially provided. 

Distn'ct attorneys and marshals are instructed, in dealing with the 
claims of witnesses under section 850, to act in cotiiormity hereto. 
They are directed, before allowiug or paying under that section any 
officer or employ^ of the United States who has been subpcenaed as a 
witness for the Government his necessary expenses for travel and at- 
tendance on court, to require from the claimant a declaration, to be in- 
serted in and made part of the affidavit to his account, tbat he has not 
received, and is not entitled by the regulations of the Bureau or Depart- 
ment in whose service he is or was employed to claim or receive, and 
will not claim, from such Bureau or Department, any allowance what- 
ever for those expenses.

To the end that these expenses of courts may be brought down as low- 
as possible, I hereby direct that in calling witnesses those only should 
be served with process whose testimony is essential to prove the cases, 
which must be tried; that they are to be detained for such time only 
as their presence shall be absolutely required; that you will set for trial 
none but important cases — those only which the due administration of 
justice and the interests of the Government require to be tried; that 
you respectfully urge upon the court the dismissal of the petit juries as 
soon as their presence can be dispensed with, and that you urge upon 
the grand juries short sessions. You will select very few of any one 
class of cases for trial — those only which are best supported by evidence, 
and which clearly must be tried. Other cases should be allowed to lie 
over, the parties not being discharged. As far as lies in your power the 
trials before United States commissioners must be watched and their 
expenses curtailed. 
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1 inclose extra copies of this letter, which you will distribute to the 
marshal aud his chief deputies, and you will bring the substance of it 
to the knowledge of the courts. Thus advised, the marshals and you 
will be forewarned in time to avoid the contracting of expenses that 
cannot be paid.

To the eirvuit and district judges^ the district attorneys, and marshals of 

the United States : 

It is made known to the Attorney-General that, in many instances, 
a large number of witnesses had been kept for many days in attendance 
upon the courts, and paid for such attendance, whose testimony was 
not of the slightest value, and who, in many cases, did not testify at all, 
but were merely lazy hangers-on about the court for the sake of the fees ; 
that exorbitant and unnecessary charges for the arrest, transportation, 
and keeping of prisoners, for jurors, and for mileage, have freq^uently 
been made ; and that, in other respects, extravagance has prevailed 
which cannot be tolerated. 

Hereafter, the district attorneys will be held responsible for the num- 
ber of witnesses who attend the courts, and marshals will subpoena such 
witnesses only as the district attorney may in writing direct. The or- 
der of the district attorney directing the marshal to subpoena witnesses 
must state the names of the witnesses and the time when their attend- 
ance is required. 

Each marshal must keep a record of the names of all witnesses who 
attend, and the exact dates when they attend; aud he must obtain a 
certificate from the clerk of the court stating the day on which each 
witness testifies. Such certificate of the clerk and direction of the dis- 
trict attorney relating to witnesses must accompany the marshal's ac- 
counts when sent for audit. 

The records above required must be kept by the various district at- 
tornej^s and marshals in a book for the inspection of a special agent of 
this Department. Marshals muFt, in like manner, keep a record of the 
names of all persons paid as jurors, or paid for the arrest, transporta- 
tion, or keeping of prisoners, and the exact date of the service ot such 
persons, and also when, where, and how the mileage charged was 
earned. 

The Attorney-General will hereafter require a duplicate of every ac- 
count certified by the judge under the act of February 22, 1875, and 
which is forwarded for audit and payment, to be filed with the clerk of 
the court when such account is certified, and evidence that the same is 
so filed must accompany the account.

8iR: I am iDformed that certain expenses are constantly accruing in 
the offices of the clerks of the United States courts and in the offices 
of the marshals without compensating benefit to the Government. The 
expenses referred to are the costs upon alias and plaries capiases issued 
on indictments where there is no expectation of service, and fi-fa's issued 
upon judgments for fines and penalties after returns of "nulla bona'^ 
upon lormer process. This alias and pluries process is repeated term after 
term — no arrest made and no money made. The fees, however, upon 
the process are charged to the Government. In this manner large sums 
of money, in the aggregate, are taken from the Treasury without benefit 
except to the officers named above. 

I desire to put a stop to this needless drain upon the National Treas- 
ury. In those cases where it is reasonably certain that the defendants 
cannot be found, and no property upon which execution can be levied, 
the issue of writs should cease. 

You will, therefore upon the authority of this letter, move the court 
for suspension of process upon all indictments or Informations of more 
than a year's standing in which there is no fair probability that arrests 
can be made ; and where there are judgments in favor of the United 
States, one fruitless execution having been returned, you will apply for 
an order to suspend until you shall file precepts for such proeess. 

It is intended by this instruction that after return of process as above 
limited that its further issue shall be at your discretion. I also leave 
it to your discretion to dismiss from further prosecution cases of in- 
dictment or information of more than a year's standing in which no 
arrests have been made.

Sir: Information from many sources and of frequent occurrence con- 
vinces the Department that some United States marshals are not vigi- 
lant and critical enough in the examination of the accounts presented 
by their deputies. In at least four districts it has been found that ac- 
counts have been presented for services, subsistence, and transportation 
of guards when no guards were used. 

The excuse offered by the marshal has been that it was the act of 
the deputies. The marshal renders bis accounts under oath, and such 
excuse cannot be accepted as satisfactory, unless he has been deceived 
after a careful scrutiny of the work done by the deputies and of the 
propriety of their charges. 

The fact that at any time it has become necessary to supervise deputy 
marshals from this office is conclusive evidence that the marshal has 
not done his duty. Yon are, therefore, directed to pay no account of a 
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deputy until you are willing to accept the legal and official responsi- 
bility incident to the payment, a8 if every item charged was a matter of 
your personal knowledge and approval. 

The act of your deputy must be yours; he must be held pecuniarily 
responsible to you, who are in turn responsible alone to the Government 
for funds intrusted to you. You will not be allowed to prove in court a 
deputy's account without satisfying the judge and the attorney of its 
accuracy. Unless you can so prove the account, it must lie over till 
sufficient evidence is produced by you. 

The United States attorney will be required to revise your accounts 
critically, and allow none to pass without the clearest proof. Should 
you be deceived, and the court also, into allowing a false account, there 
should be within your hands ample proof for the conviction of the guilty 
officer. This is necessary for your own protection. 

A failure to adopt all necessary precautions to protect the interests 
of the Government will be a coEifession of incompetency.

Sir : Your attention is directed to the first section of an act of Con- 
gress approved February 22, 1875, regulating fees and costs, &c., re- 
quiring the accounts of United States marshals to be proved in open 
court, in the presence of yourself or sworn assistant, on the oath of that 
officer or of other persons having knowledge of the facts. 

Such examination must not be formal and casual. To make it efficient 
and clear that services and disbursements charged are in accordance 
with law and just, it may be necessary to request the court at the close 
of the term when the accounts are ready for proof, to assign sufficient 
time to make this examination when you can get a full knowledge of 
the facts. 

It should be a searching review of the accounts, with the express de- 
termination by you to allow no account to pass that is not free from all 
suspicion. If the marshal cannot produce such evidence before the 
court at any term, let the accounts lie over until he is able to do so. 

It may be safely left to his interest to supply the requisite testimony. 
Your vigilance is especially directed to the consideration of the bills of 
deputies for actual expenses. The items of guard hire and mileage 
must be supported by evidence to your satisfaction. I must insist 
ujonycur standing as a legal sentinel at this post of unwelcome but 
necessary duty, and that you allow no charge to pass your approval for 
payment that is tainted with suspicion or supported by insufficient 
proof. 

I desire also to call your attention to the fact that there is much reason 
to believe that many causeless and idle prosecutions have been brought 
in some districts apparently for the purpose only of making fees. Great 
injustice is thus done to individuals and the Government. 

Endeavor to exercise a constant supervision of this matter, and as far 
as possible have no warrants issued without your previous approval. If 
you find that they are issued by commissioners without this and with- 
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oat just cause, call the attention of the judge to the matter and procure 
from him an order that commissioners, or such commissioners as yon 
have reason to'think are reckless or injudicious, be directed not to issue 
warrants unless your consent has first been obtained after examining the 
case.

They 
should be verified by the proper parties, and any unusual charge should 
be explained; the reasonableness of every item should be set forth, if 
any such item needs special mention. 

These accounts should be rendered, at the close of each quarter of 
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the calendar year, directly to this office, and will be settled by the 
Treasury, until further orders. They should be made in duplicate, and 
contain the names of the prisoners, their offenses, sentences, dates of 
imprisonment and discharge, days chargeable, rate per day, amount, 
&c. They should be as full as necessary for a clear understanding of 
the matter. Eetrenchment of such expenses is much needed.

Sir : The Attornej^-General is informed that a diversity of practice 
exists among district attorneys of the United States concerning the col- 
lection of costs in cases compromised under the internal-revenue laws. 
Persons indicted for violating these laws, after having undergone a pre- 
liminary examination before a United States commissioner, sometimes 
make proposals to compromise with the Government, offering to pay a 
certain sum as i)enalty, together with the costs. In such cases it seems 
to be understood at the Internal Revenue Bureau that the off'er, so far 
as it relates to the payment of costs, includes the costs of the prelimi- 
nary examination before the Commissioner as well as those incurred in 
the court in which the indictment is found, and the action of that Bureau 
thereon is based on that understanding; but while some district attor- 
neys upon acceptance of the offer see that both those descriptions of 
costs are taxed and collected from the accused, others let the accused

off with the payment of the costs incurred in their respective coarts, 
relieving him entirely from the costs of the preliminary examination. 

The object of this communication is to secure a uniformity of practice 
of district attorneys in matters of this sort which will coincide with the 
understanding of the Internal Bevenue Bureau already adverted to.

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VIOLATIONS OF CUSTOMS LAWS.

To , United IStates Attorney, : 

Sir: By the act approved March 3, 1873, entitled "An act to amend 
an act entitled ^An act to prevent smuggling, and for other purposes,' ^^ 
approved July 18, 1866, it is made the duty of the several collectors of 
customs and of internal revenue to report, within ten days, to the United 
States attorneys all the facts and circumstances relating to any and all 
violations of the revenue laws. Pursuant to this act the Secretary of 
the Treasury has issued the following circular : 

** Treasury Department, 

" Washington, D. C, June 17, 1873. 
<* To collectors of customs : 

"Under the act of March 3, 1873, amendatory of the 'Act to prevent 
smuggling, and for other purposes,' approved July 18, 1866, collectors 
of customs are required to report tbe facts and circumstances relating 
to any fine, penalty, or forfeiture, incurred under the revenue laws, to 
the district attorney of the district in which such flue, penalty, or for- 
feiture was incurred. (See Department Circular No. ^Q^ May 5, 1873.) 

"To avoid the institution of unnecessary legal proceedings and the 
iDCurring of the expenses incidental thereto, in all cases of penalties 
settled by voluntary payment by the offender, or in cases of seizure of 
property not exceeding five hundred dollars in value, which are to be 
disposed of under the provisions of sections 11 to 15, inclusive, of the act 
of July 18, 1866, or in cases of release on payment of the appraised 
value, under section 5 of the act of March 3, 1863, collectors of customs 
are hereby instructed, when reporting such cases to the district attor- 
neys, to report also the action that may have been taken by themselves 
in the settlement of the cases in question, under the acts above men- 
tioned.

To the end that pardons may not be granted unadvisedly, and against 
the best interests of good government, it is required that all applica- 
tions for Executive clemency, that are considered in this Department, 
be made upon the sworn petition of some credible person, stating, as 
nearly as may be, the age, nativity, and )>rior occupation of the applicant 
for pardon ; stating, also, the name of the judge who presided at the 
trial, and the name of the district attorney who conducted the prosecu- 
tion, and whether the applicant has ever before been convicted of crime. 

The petition and all letters in support thereof must state explicitly 
the reason why the Executive clemency is invoked ; and no motives urged 
upon this Department will be considered unless the same are stated in 
writing, signed by the parties urging them, and filed for permanent 
record and publicity in case the pardon is granted. 

The petition must be accompanied by evidence that notice of the appli- 
cation has been served upon the judge who presided at the trial, and upon 
the United States attorney for the district wherein the trial was had, 
where such service of notice is practicable ; and, also, by a certified ab- 
stract of the court record of the applicant's case.

Sir: I. As cuslodian of the , at , the building is under 

your charge and subject to your general supervision as the agent of this 
Department. 

II. The janitors and firemen will be under your exclusive direction, 
and you will be held responsible to the Department for their efficiency. 
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Should you at any time be of th^ opiuiou that the proper care jof the 
building requires an increase in the number of janitors or firemen, or 
that the force can be reduced, you will report the fact to this Depart- 
ment without delay. 

III. You will cause the halls, stairs, vestibules, passage-ways, and 
rooms to be kept neat and clean at all times, and will take such meas- 
ures as may be necessary to prevent all nuisances about the building 
and grounds. These duties will be performed under your direction by 
the janitors, who will be required to do all work of this character, and 
will not be permitted to act as messengers without special authority 
from this Department. 

lY. Should it be necessary to keep fires burning all night in order to 
preserve a proper temperature during the winter season, you will at the 
proper time report such fact to the Department, together with your 
recommendations as to the additional force of firemen which may be 
required for the purpose. 

V. Any necessity'for repairs or alterations of the building, of the 
furniture or fixtures therein, of the approaches to the building, or of 
the fences inclosing the grounds, will be promptly reported by you to 
the Department, together with an estimate of the cost of making the 
same, and your opinion in regard thereto. 

VI. You will incur no expenditures for repairs, alterations, furniture, 
&c., except under the written authority of this Department; and no- 
expenditure incurred without previoms authority will be allowed in the 
settlement of your accounts; but in case of sudden break or defect in 
plumbing, gas-fixtures, or heating apparatus, or leak in the roof of the 
building, you are authorized to cause the necessary repairs to be made 
without delay, and immediately report the same to this Department. 

VII. A practice has existed among the officers occupying rooms in 
public buildings of making expenditures for repairs, furniture, &c., and 
charging the same in their accounts. You will please notify all officers, 
in the building that such expenditures are in violation of law and will 
not be permitted, and that application must be made to this Depart- 
ment through you for any improvement or alteration of the building or 
articles of furniture that may be required therein. 

VIII. You will prepare and transmit to this Department, for pay- 
ment, on blanks furnished you for the purpose, vouchers for all expend- 
itures authorized, charging them to the appropriation specified in the 
letter authorizing the expenditure, which must also be referred to by 
date. 

IX. You will not allow any of the rooms in the building to be used 
for any other than official purposes, and will make no assignment of 
rooms without special authority from this Department. 

X. You will furnish the officers occupying rooms in the building a 
copy of these regulations, and will promptly report to this Department 
any refusal or neglect to comply therewith.

I. 

Sir: It having been brought to my notice that in the matter of 
charges for official service there is a diversity in the practice of United 
States attorneys, your attention is called to section 824 of the Revised 
Statutes. This section provides a docket fee of twenty dollars " on a 
trial before a jury, in civil and criminal causes," and a fee often dollars 
"*' when judgment is rendered without a jury." 

The distinction thus made between cases where an issue of fact is 
made to be passed upon by a jury, after testimony submitted, and cases 
in which a plea of guilty having been entered no investigation of facts 
is necessary, is clear enough. In the latter class of cases the formal 
finding of a verdict of guilty is not rendered '*on a trial before a jury;" 
for, the plea dispenses with such trial, and, in the language of the sec- 
tion, '^judgment is rendered without a jury." 

Instructions will therefore be given to the accounting officers of the 
Treasury, by sending them this circular, to allow a fee of twenty dol- 
lars only when there has been an actual trial of the facts by a jury, 
■duly certified to them. The court will in like manner be informed by 
this circular, and requested to approve of no trial fee of twenty dollars 
onless the minutes of the court show that such actual trial was had. 

II. 

The salary paid to your assistant covers all his personal expenses, 
charges for mileage, and all his services as assistant. You cannot, 
therefore, include his services, expenses, and mileage in your fee and 
per diem account, and thus charge for matters for which the salary is 
provided. 

III. 

You will hold the United States marshal to a strict account for col- 
lections made by him j at the first term of the court to which the execu- 
tion is returnable.

. Sir : Your attention is called to section 833 of the Eevised Statutes, 
United States, which requires of you a return, at the close of each half 
year, within thirty days, of all the fees and emoluments of office, of 
every name and character. This language embraces every possible fee 
or emolument accruing to you by reason of your official capacity, and 
does not allow the withholding of any. Whatever is done by you that 
you could not do if out of office has an official color and significance 
that bring it within the compass of the language of the statute. This 
makes it incumbent upon you to account to the Government for all sums 
paid for your services. It is hoped that this circular will obviate the 
necessity of calling upon you personally for a statement of sums re- 
ceived for searches, for all copies for naturalization pai)ers and oaths, 
and all other sums received through your office. 

In order that there should be a proper supervision of accounts by this 
Department there should be kept in each clerk's office a daily account of 
all sums received by the clerk or his subordinates, with a statement of 
the services for which they are thus received sufficiently full to enable 
the transaction to be identified.

Sir : Your attention is invited to the third section of the act entitled 
"An act regulating fees and costs, and for other purposes," approved 
February 22, 1875, which ik as follows: 

"That the clerks of the Supreme Court and the circuit and district 
courts, respectively, shall each, before he enters upon the execution of 
his office, give bond, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
court for which he is appointed, to the United States, in the sum of not 
less that five and not more than twenty thousand dollars, to be deter- 
mined and legulated by the Attorney -General of the United States, 
faithfully to discharge the duties of his office, and seasonably to record 
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the decrees, judgments, and determinations of the court of which he is 
clerk; and it shall be the duty of the district attorneys of the United 
States, upon requirement by the Attorney-General, to give thirty days^ 
notice of motion in their several courts that new bonds, in accordance 
with the terms of this act, are required to be executed : and upon fail- 
ure of any clerk to execute such new bowls, his office shall be deemed 
vacant. The Attorney-General may at any time, upon like notice 
through the district attorney, require a bond'of increased amount, in 
his discretion, from any of said clerks within the limit of the amount 
above specified ; and the failure of the clerk to execute the same shall 
in like manner vacate his office. All bonds given by the clerks shall, 
after approval, be recorded in theirrespectiveoffices, and copies thereof 
from the records, certified by the clerks, respectively, under seal of court, 
shall be competent evidence in any court. The original bonds shall be 
filed in the Department of Justice.'' 

Pursuant to the provisions of this section, I have to request that you 
will give the notice therein required of thirty days that the clerk of the 

court of your district will be required to give a new bond in the 

penal sum of to the United States for the faithful performance 

of his duty. The bond must be approved by the judge of the court, 
and the sureties offered certified to by you as being sufficient for the 
penalty thereof. You will see that the bond is duly recorded in the 
clerk's office, and forward the original to this Department. The bond 
must be made and executed strictly in accordance with the forms here- 
with transmitted. Should there be a failure on the part of the clerk to 
execute the bond, you will promptly report that fact to this Department*

To the Officers of the Courts of the United States : 

Department of Justice, 

February 27, 3 875. 

I invite the attention of the officers of the courts of the United States 
to the inclosed copy of an act of Congress approved February 22, 1875^ 
entitled "An act regulating fees and costs, and for other purposes." 

Instructions relative to the mode of carrying into effect the provisions 
of the first and seventh sections of the act will be issued by the First 
Comptroller of the Treasury. 

Under the third section the Attorney- General may require a bond of 
increased amount from the clerks of the courts in a sum not to exceed 
$20,000. This section further directs that all such bonds shall be re- 
corded in their respective offices, and the originals to be filed in the 
Department of Justice. Under these sections blank bonds will be pre- 
pared by the Department and forwarded to the respective clerks of 
the courts, who will be required to execute them in such penal sum as 
may be fixed by this Department, and forward them to the Department 
as early as practicable. 

Attention is invited to the fifth and sixth sections of the act making 
it a misdemeanor for any clerk of a court to willfully refuse or neglect 
to make and forward to the Department any report, certificate, state- 
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ment, or other document required by law to be made. There has been 
too much carelessness heretofore in this respect, and it is proper, there- 
fore, to say, that to enable this Department to keep its records and files 
in proper order, it is absolutely necessary that all officers who are re- 
quired by law or regulations to make reports to the Department should 
do so promptly at the time they become due. Should there be a failure 
to comply with the provisions of the fifth and sixth sections of this act, 
it will be m.y duty to proceed in the manner indicated therein.

REGULATIONS PRESCRIBED BY THE ACCOUNTINa OFFICERS OF THE 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

Accounts of United States Marshals, Attorneys, Clerks, and Commis- 
sioners, after proper verification and approval, must be transmitted to 
the First Auditor of the Treasury, excejit — 

1st. Accounts for fees earned in cases for breach of postal contracts 
or postmasters' bonds, which must go to the Auditor of the Treasury 
for the Post Office Department; and 

2d. Accounts for fees or expenses in civil customs cases, which must 
be rendered separately and sent to the First Auditor ; both latter classes 
of accounts subject to verification and approval as provided by act of 
February 22, 1875. 

The receipt of the accounts will be duly acknowledged by the Auditor, 
and all communications relative to their settlement should be addressed 
to the First Comptroller; in the case of accounts for fees in civil customs 
cases, to the Commissioner of Customs; and in postal cases, to the 
Auditor for the Post-Office Department.

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All explanations of suspension made in the settlement of accoants, 
exclusive of customs and postal, must be addressed to the First Comp- 
troller; the explanations in customs and postal accounts to be sent to 
the Commissioner of Customs and Auditor for the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, respectively. When exi)lanations of suspensions in different 
accounts are made at one time by a marshal, a separate statement for 
each appropriation should be submitted, and all inclosed in one letter 
to the Comptroller. 

Attorneys, Clerks, and Commissioners will render their accounts quar- 
terly, for the quarters ending March 31, June 30, September 30, and 
December 31 ; or half-yearly, ending June 30 and December 31. 

In all suits on bonds. Attorneys, Marshals, and Clerks will state the 
nature of the bond and cause of action. 

In charging commissions, on monej' received and paid over, clerks 
of courts should state what disposition was made of the money, in addi- 
tion to giving names of del'endants and nature of case wherein it accrued. 

When accounts are verified before others than United States officers 
authorized to administer oaths, the authority of said persons to admin- 
ister oaths must accompany the verification, unless said persons are au-' 
thorized by State law to use a seal, in which case the seal should be 
attached. The accounts of Attorneys and Marshals should be sworn to 
before clerks of their respective courts ; and in the case of Commission- 
ers, where it is impracticable to appear before a United States officer for 
this purpose, the qualification to the exception, as above, should always 
be observed. 

In all accounts for fees the verification must conform strictly to the 
act of February 22, 1875, to wit: "That the services therein charged 
have been actually and necessarily performed as therein stated " 

In all cases the date of process and of the performance of each service 
must be given in the voucher for service 3 and the voucher should show 
by whom each writ is issued. 

ACCOUNTS OF UNITED STATES ATTORNEYS. 

Accounts of United States Attorneys must include all charges for 
services rendered during the quarter or half yenr which said accounts 
cover, whether rendered in circuit or district court, or before United 
States Commissioners. 

Attorneys will charge — 

1st. The travel to attend the sessions of the court. 

2d. The per diems for attendance, giving dates of each day's attend- 
ance claimed. 

3d. The attendance and travel to attend examinations before United 
States Commissioners, giving name of Commissioner, names of defend- 
ants, nature of the offenses and dates of attendance. 

4th. The fees claimed for court trials, first in the Circuit Court, fol- 
lowing with those in the District Court. 

In charging fees, attorneys will use the following form :

Or judgment by the court without a jury 10 00 

Or jury trial ; verdict 20 00

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In charging for scire facias and other proceedings on recognizance, 
the account must state that such proceedings were final. 

In charging for depositions taken, the account must state that each 
deposition charged for was admitted in evidence in the case. 

In charging the extra counsel fee for conviction before a jury, the 
attorney must state that the case was brought on indictment. The law 
relative to this allowance is construed strictly, and the extra counsel fee 
is not allowed where the cases are brought by information. 

Attorneys cannot charge for attendance on court, nor before United 
States Commissioners, by their assistants, who are paid a regular salary 
for such services, nor for travel by assistants. 

UNITED STATES COMMISSIONERS. 

Accounts must be rendered quarterly or half-yearly. If rendered for 
fractions of quarters, they will be held up for settlement until the ex- 
piration of such quarter. 

The fees in any one case must not be divided between two accounts, 
but should be included in the account for the quarter in which the pro- 
cess was returned or hearing had. 

Where a preliminary hearing is held the latter part of a quarter or 
fiscal year, and the final examination the beginning of the following 
quarter or fiscal year, all the fees in the case must be charged in the 
account for the quarter or half year in which the final examination is 
held. 

Commissioners will verify their accounts in the following form:

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No charges can be made foreswearing defendants' witnesses or issuing 
subpoenas for them. 

On the termination of each case the Commissioner will tax upon the 
warrant the fees of Marshal or Deputy serving the process in the case;

lieu of originals, the costs must be indorsed on the copies. 

Where a Commissioner issues process to be returned before some other 
Commissioner, the statement of such fact must appear in the account 
wherein the fees for issuing process are charged, and the Commissioner 
hearing the case will state the name of the person who issued the pro- 
cess. 

p Where a hearing is had under section No. 1042 Kevised Statutes, the 
Commissioner will charge but $5 per day for his services, no other fees 
being authorized. 

f^ When a case is necessarily continued for further examination, and 
the defendant is coinmitted or bailed, no more than one mittimus or re- 
cognizance is necessary pending the examination. No per diem fee is 
chargeable for a day when there is neither hearing nor deciding on a 
criminal charge as when, by request of the District Attorney or defend- 
ant, a continuance is granted without other proceedings. 

A witness subpoenaed in several cases at the same time is entitled to 
but one^mileage lor travel, and fgr attendance to one per diem each 
day.

MARSHALS' ACCOUNTS. 

Where Marshals or Deputies are engaged iu serving process near 
the end of a fiscal year and service is completed in the beginning of the 
next, the charges should appear in the accounts for the year iu which 
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service is completed. In cases, however, where an endeavor is made to 
arrest without completing service, the charges for expenses while en- 
deavoring to arrest should be made in the respective accounts to which 
they belong. 

Marshals will number their accounts current consecutively under each 
appropriation each year. Thus: " First account fees of jurors, 1883 ;'^ 
"second account fees of jurors, 1883," and so on under each appropria- 
tion. It is understood that "1883'' is the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1883. 

In charging commissions for disbursements in fee accounts they will 
state by the numbers of the accounts current for disbursements, the 
amounts on which commissions are charged. 

It frequently happens that between the time of transmission of an ac- 
count to the Auditor and examination bj' him, advances are made to the 
marshal which are charged by the accounting officers and appear in the 
Treasury statement. Instead of taking up Treasury balances, marshals 
in their next accounts current for same fiscal year should bring forward 
their own balances and credit the advances. 

The services of each de])uty will be stated in a separate voucher, veri- 
fied by the oath of the deputy in the following form : 

J, A. B., Deputy United States Marshal for , district of , 

being duly sworn, depose and say, that the services and travel herein 
charged have been rendered on the dates as given by me and herein 
stated ; that all sums charged for meals for prisoners were furnished by 
,me and actually cost the sums charged in each case; that the guards 
named were necessary and performed the service as stated in their sev- 
eral certificates, and that all expenses to arrest were actually necessary 
in serving the process. 



PAYMENTS TO WITNESSES AND JURORS. 

Eeceipts will be taken on paj^-rolls, and to avoid suspensions care 
must be taken where a receipt is by X mark that it is properly attested. 
Where more than four witnesses are paid on commissioner's order in 
any case, the materiality of their testimony must be certified to by the 
district.attorney on the order before payment. 

Payments of actual expenses to United States officers summoned as 
witnesses must be accompanied by vouchers giving items of expenses- 
properly sworn to, and the title of such officers must appear in the 
voucher. 

United States commissioners attending as witnesses are not entitled 
to actual expenses, but only to the usual per diem and mileage of wit- 
nesses. 

The marshal is entitled to but one mileage for all Government wit- 
nesses served in one locality or direction at the same time, no matter 
how many writs of supbcena he may have, or what may be their form. 
An unlawful, because unnecessary, issue of two writs to accomplish the 
purpose of one, can give neither the clerk nor the marshal a right to 
increased fees. Excessive or unreasonable charges in such bills should 
be stricken out by marshals. 

For transportation of criminals after sentences to prisons, designated 
by the Attorney General, the marshal will render his bill of expenses 
with vouchers to the Attorney-General for his approval, and charge the 
amount in his iiccount for fees and expenses of marshal. 
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Where actual expenses are char^jed in serving criminal process re- 
ceipt must accompany the voucher for all guard hire charged. 

No more guards than are absolutely necessary should be employed 
in the transportation of prisoners, and at examinations before commis- 
sioners. Hereafter certificates from guards will be required as vouchers, 
(except when receipts are given for per diem compensation}, when ex- 
penses are charged in lieu of mileage.

Stationary and blanks for the use of marshals, clerks, attorneys, or 
commissioners are not furnished at the expense of the United States 
and are not chargeable in tnarshals' accounts. 

In charging for summoning jurors to any court the number of jurors 
and the number of miles actually traveled must be specified. 

The allowance for expenses while endeavoring to arrest a person 
charged with crime is not a per diem fee and should not be so charged. 
Hereafter the items of expense, the dates, and the distance traveled 
must be specified in the vouchers. The following illegal charges are 
pointed out as of frequent occurrence: 

The charge of $2 for serving a subpoena duces tecum. The fee of 50 
cents only is authorized, as for other subpoenas. 

The charge of ^'expenses endeavoring to arrest," when actual ex- 
penses to serve process are charged in lieu of mileage. 

The charge of mileage to serve subpoena where actual expenses have 
been charged to serve the warrant, both being served on the same trip. 

The charge for serving order on jailor to produce prisoner to find bail 
when held to appear for court. 

Charges for coi)ies of process to serve. When service is by copy the 
fee for service covers all. 

The charge for mileage to serve process when no service is made. 
When marshals fail to perfect service of subpoena or summons, no 
charges are allowed, but where there is an efi'ort and failure to execute 
a warrant of arrest, expenses while endeavoring to arrest, not exceed- 
ing $2 a day, may be charged. 

The charge for attendance of marshal on court when he has been 
absent serving process. Wheie it is impracticable for a marshal to at- 
tend the sessions of the court, he can designate some deputy to repre- 
sent him, charging in the name of said deputy the usual per diem of 
$5 for each day's attendance. 

The charge of mileage to attend an examination before a United 
States commissioner, unless transporting a prisoner.

States courts, wlio have not already received the same, with the Eevised 
Statutes of the United States, and the annual statutes published since 
the first revision, a sufficient amount of money is hereby appropriated: 
Provided^ Thiit all statutes heretofore or hereafter furnished b3'^ the 
United States to district judges, district attorneys, and clerks of the 
United States courts. un«ler this or any other law, shall not become the 
property of these officers, but on the expiration of their official term 
shall be by them turned over and delivered to their respective succes- 
sors in office; and the following provision in the act making appropria- 
tions for sundry civil expenses of the Government for the fiscal year end- 
ing June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and eighty-two, and for other pur- 
poses, approved March third, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, namely : 
*To8upply district judges and district attorneys, who have not already 
received the same, with the reports of the Supreme Court and Statutes 
at Large of the United States, and also to furnish complete sets of the 
same, where there are none, to such points where United States courts 
are authorized to be held, and to supi)ly broken sets where there are 
missing volumes, a sufficient sum of money is hereby appropriated,' be, 
and the same is hereby, repealed." 

Upon application the Department will furnish the Revised Statutes 
and the annual laws published since the first revision as provided in this 
act. 

In order to carry out and enforce the intention of the law, the follow- 
ing regulation has been adopted : 

That attorneys, marshals, and clerks of the United States courts for- 
ward, on the first day of July in each year, to this Department, an in- 
ventory of all record or other books in their offices belon{>ing to the 
United States, and that whenever an officer retires from office he shall 
make a complete inventory of all books in his office belonging to the 
United States, taking receipts in duplicate fronj his successor, one of 
which must be sent to this Department for approval before a final set- 
tlement of his accounts can be made. 

The Department regrets that Congress should have felt compelled to 
repeal the act of March 3, 1881, as it is apparent that the Supreme Court 
reports are much needed by the United States judges and attorneys. 
Congress may, however, make the necessary provision to supply the 
needed books at its next session, if proper representations are made by 
those in need of them.

Sir : I have received your letter of 22d Apiil, toofether with the report 
of Special Agents TidUall and Bowman, of this Department, relative to 
the conduct of Stillwell H. Russell, esq., late United States marshal, in 
rendering false actual expense accounts. 

By charging fare over railroads where the marshal has used passes 
and by other dishonest practices of a similar character, in the prepara- 
tion of actual expense accounts by those connecte<l with the marshal's 
office, the United States has been defrauded out of thousands of dollars. 
In view of the enormity of these frauds, and my determination not only 
to purge the service of the men who committed them, but to make their 
example a warning to others, you are instructed to prosecute with all 
the rigor of the law not only the marshal, but his several deputies who 
are shown by the special agents' reports to be implicated with him in 
these unlawful transactions. 

There are several positiv^e violations of law on the part of deputy 
marshals charging for mileage never traveled and for guards never 
employed ; and, on the part of private bankers, in receiving on deposit 
warrants for public moneys in violation of the Revised Statutes. It is 
my desire and purpose that every man who has violated the law and 
defrauded this Department shall be vigorously prosecuted and severely 
punished.

In every instance hereafter, where a guard is employed, the above 
certificate must be made out to contain all the information that it calls 
for, to wit: Tbe name of the district; the date and place where tbe 
certificate is made ; the number of days the guard is employed, and also 
the month and days of the month when the services were performed 5 
the name of the prisoner and the name of the marshal or deputy in 
whose custody he is ; the points between which the guard travels, and 
the total number of miles. The guard must sign the certificate and 
state his post-office address. If the guard cannot write, his mark may 
be witnessed by a disinterested person, in which case the witness must 
also state his post-office address.. 

The certificates must accompany each account when forwarded to the 
Treasury for settlement, without which certificate all fees for services 
of guard will be disallowed. A copy of this regulation has been sent 
to the accounting officers of the Treasury.

DECISION OF JUSTICE WOODS RELATIVE 'TO MARSHALS' ACCOUNTS. 

[Circular No. 6] 

Department of Justice, 

Washington, June 7, 1883. 

To United States district attorneys and United States marshals : 

Sirs : The subjoined opinion of Justice Woods is, by his consent, issued 
as an advisory circular in the matter of the accounts of United^States 
marshals and their deputies.

Woods, circuit justice : 

The defendant is indicted under Section 5438 of the Revised Statutes. 
So much of the section as refers to the charges against him is as follows: 

Every person who makes, or causes to be made, or presents, or causes to be pre- 
sented for payment, or approval to or by any person or officer in the civil, military, 
or naval service of the Uuited States, any claim upon or against the Government of 
the United States, or any Department or officer thereof, knowing such claim to be 
false, fictitious, or fraudulent, or, who, for the purpose of obtaining, or aiding to ob- 
tain, the payment or approval of such claim, makes, uses, or causes to be made or 
used, any false bill, receipt, voucher, roll, account, claim, certificate, affidavit, or 
deposition, knowing the same to contain any fraudulent or fictitious statement or 
•entry, ♦ * » any person, so offending in any of the matters set forth in this sec- 
tion, shall be punished, &c. 

The defendant is charged in an indictment, containing four counts. 

The first count alleges that the defendant, claiming to be a deputy 
marshal of the United States, did preseut for approval, on a day men- 
tioned, to George Turner, then late marshal of the United States, he 
being then and there an officer in the civil service of the United States, 
a false, fictitious, and fraudulent claim against the Government of the 
United States, with intent to defraud the United States, which claim 
was an account purporting to have been for services rendered and pay- 
ments made by said deputy marshal in the case of the Uuited States 
vs. Isaac Hart, in a criminal proceeding before W. H. Hunter, commis- 
sioner of tlie circuit court of the United States, dating from January 
19, to January 25, 1880, inclusive, and in favor of tlie sai<l George 
Turner, the then late marshal, as aforesaid, which claim was false, fic- 
titious, and fraudulent in the following statements and entries therein 
contained. (Here follows a recitation of the alleged false, fictitious, 
and fraudulent entries.) 

The count then proceeds: '^The defendant, well knowing the same 
to contain the said false, fraudulent, and fictitious entries." 

The second count charges that the defendant did " use a false affidavit 
of the correctness of the claim mentioned in the first count, for the pur- 
pose of aiding to obtain the payment of said claim, knowing the same 
to contain false, fraudulent, and fictitious statements and entries," as 
follows, to wit: (Here follows a copy of said entries, identical with those 
contained in the first count.) 

The count then proceeds as follows: 

He, the said Panl Strobach, deputy marshal as aforesaid, well knowing the same 
to contain each and every false, fraudulent, and fictitious statement and entry afore^ 
fiaid. 

The third count charges that the defendant, claiming to have been a 
deputy marshal of the United States, did cause said George Turner, 
then late marshal of the United States, to present to and for approval 
by the district court of the United States for the middle district of 
Alabama^ in open court, at the May term,,,!^^? tha Hon.. Joha Bmce, 
judge of the United States district court for the middle district of Ala- 
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bama, then and there presiding, as well as to and for the approval of 
said Hon. John Bruce, district judge, presiding as aforesaid, he being 
then and there an officer in the civil service of the United States, a 
false, fictitious, and fraudulent claim upon and against the Government 
of the United States. 

The count proceeds to describe the claim in the same terms as those 
used in the first count, and concludes with the averment that the de- 
fendant well knew said claim to be false, fictitious, and fraudulent in 
each of the statements and entries aforesaid. 

The fourth count is, in all respects, similar to the second. 

To this in<lictment the defendant filed his demurrer, alleging grounds 
of demurrer to each count, which we shall proceed to consider. 

The law now in force, regulating the taxation of costs and the approval 
of the accounts of clerks, marshals, and district attorneys, is the act of 
February 22, 1875, and entitled '* An act regulating fees and costs, and 
for other purposes." (Sux). to Rev. Stat., vol. 1, p. 145.) So much of 
this act as is pertinent to this case is as follows : 

Section 1. " That, before any bill of costs shaU be taxed by any judge or other offi- 
cer, or any account payable out of the money of the United States, shall be allowed 
by any officer of the Treasury in favor of clerks, marshals or district attorneys, the 
party claiming such account shall render the same with the vouchers and items thereof 
to a IJnited States circuit or district conrt, and in the presence of the district attorney 
or his sworn assistant, whose presence shall be noted on the record, prove in open court, 
by his own oath or that of other persons having knowledge of the facts to be attached 
to said account, that the services therein charged have been actually and necessarily 
performed, as therein stated, * * * and the court shall thereupon cause to be 
entered an order, approving or disapproving the account, as may be according to law 
and just." 

Previous to the enactment of this law, the matter of the approval of 
the accounts of clerks, marshals, iSrc, was regulated by section 846 of 
the Ee vised Statutes, which provided that such accounts should be 
examined and certified by the district judge of the district for which 
the officers were a])pointed, before they were presented to the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department for settlement. 

The elements of the offense, created by section 5438, which it was the 
purpose of the first and third counts to charge, are as follows: 

''The presentation for approval to any person or officer in the civil 
service of the United States of a chiim against the United States, which 
the party presenting knows to be false, fictitious, or fraudulent." 

The elements of the offense prescribed by the statute, which it was 
the purpose of the second and fourth counts to charge, are as follows : 

" The using, for the purpose of aiding to obtain the payment of a false, 
fictitious, or fraudulent claim upon or against the Government of the 
United States of a false affidavit, knowing the same to contain any 
fraudulent or fictitious statement or entry." 

If the counts of this indictment charge against defendant, as required 
by the rules of criminal ideading, an offense against the United States, 
they will be good and sufficient in law. We shall, therefore, consider 
the counts and look into the particular grounds of demurrer to ascertain 
whether this has been done. 

It is alleged, as ground of demurrer to thp first count, that it does not 
sufficiently charge that Turner, to whom the account was presented for 
approval, was an officer in the civil service of the United States, because 
it is alleged that when the account was presented he was the late mar- 
shal. There is, however, besides the averment that he was late marshal, 
a distinct averment that he was then an officer in the civil service of 
the United States, ^ow, if a marshal, whose time has expired, can, by 
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law, still be an officer in the service of the United States, then that fact 
is well averred, and there is nothing repugnant between the two aver- 
ments. A marshal, whose time has expired, is, for the performance of 
certain duties, still an officer. Section 790 of the Revised Statutes de- 
clares that every marshal, or his depnty, when removed from office, or 
when the term for which the marshal is appointed expires, shall have 
power to execute all such precei>ts as may be in their hands, respect- 
ively, and the marshal shall be held resi)onsible for the delivery to his 
successor of all prisoners who may be in his custody, &c. 

A marshal is appointed for a period of four jears. When his time is 
out, it is true he does not hold over until his successor is appointed or 
qualified; but by the provisions of the vsection just cited he is still au 
officer for the performance of certain duties. When, therefore, the first 
count of the indictment described Turner as late marshal, and averred 
him to be, when the account was i)resented, an officer in the civil serv- 
ice of the United btates, the description was accurate and pertinent, 
and not repugnant. We are of the opinion, therefore, that it is suffi- 
ciently averred that the account was presented to an officer in the civil 
service of the United States. 

It is next stated, as ground of demurrer to the first count, that the 
services alleged to have been performed, and payments alleged to have 
been made by defendant, are not charged to have been services and 
payments for the United States, or that the services were performi^d 
and payments made by defendant, as deputy marshal, so as to show 
that the marshal was the proper officer to whom said claim should be 
presented for approval. But we think it is sufficiently averred that the 
services were performed for the United States. The claim is alleged to 
be a claim against the United States; it is alleged to be for services 
purporting to have been performed by said deputy marshal in a criminal 
proceeding before a United States commissioner, in which the United 
States was the plaintiff", and that it was a claim in favor of the said 
Turner, late marshal, and against the United States. 

These averments make it perfectly apparent that the account was for 
services rendered the United States by a deputy marshal, and that the 
marshal was the proper officer to whom his deputy should present the 
account for allowance. 

It is next alleged that the first count is repugnant, because it avers 
that the claim was presented to George Turner for his approval, and 
also avers that the claim was in fav^or of George Turner. 

The method of procedure, prescribed by law for the settlement of the 
accounts ot marshals, of which the court takes judicial notice, and which 
it is, therefore, not necessary to aver, mak^^s it apparent that there is 
no ground for this objection to rest on. The law authorizes the appoint- 
ment of deputy marshals (Rev. Stat., sec. 780), and prescribes their oath 
of office (Rev. Stat., sec. 782), in which they are required to sweai^ that 
they will take only their lawful fees. In all cases, except where spe- 
cially i)rovided by statute, a deputy marshal has the same powers and 
may perform the same duties as the marshal. To prevent a multiplicity 
and complication of accounts, the fees of the deputies are piesented to 
the Government for allowance, through the marshal, and in an account 
made out in his name, of which the veritied account of the deputy for 
his services forms a part. The money collected on this account is paid 
in the first instance to the marshal, who pays the deputy his share. 
The accounts of the deputy are made out against the United States and 
in favor of the marshal. It may, therefore, well be averred that the 
account of a depnty marshal, in favor of the marshal and against the 
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United States, was presented to the marshal for his approval. There is 
nothiDg absurd or repugnant in such an averment. 

But it is contended by defendant that the marshal is not an officer, 
authorized by law to approve a deputy marshal's account. 

It will be observed that the section on which the indictment is based 
makes it an offense to present a false claim for approval to any person 
or officer in the civil, military, or naval service of the United States. 
The presentation need not be to an accounting or auditing officer. It 
need not even be to an officer. It may be to an officer or person in the 
oivil, military, or naval service of the United States. The approval 
meant by the statute is not, therefore, confined to the passing of the 
olaim by the accounting officers of the Treasury, or its approval by 
court or judge. When a deputy marshal presents his itemized accouut 
for his fees and costs, verified by his oath, to the marshal, who is ex- 
pected to incorporate it in his own account against the United States, 
and to make it one of the vouchers to suistain it, and to swear that he 
believes all the items therein charjied are correct and legal, and the 
amounts thereof are justly due to him, as therein stated, the deputj^ 
may well be said to present, within the meaning of the statute, his ac- 
count to the marshal for approval. The marshal adopts the verified 
accounts of his deputies, swears to his belief in their correctness, de- 
mands pay for them from the United States. He may, therefore, well 
be said to ai)prove them. Without such approval, the dejmtj could 
not take a step toward the colection of his claim against the Govern- 
ment out of the Treasury. 

There are other grounds of demurrer to the first count ; but they are 
either covered by what we have said, or alleged defects or imperfections 
in matters of form only, which do not tend to the prejudice of the de- 
fendant, and are, therefore, not matters upon which the count can be 
held to be insufficient. (Rev. Stat., sec. 1025.) 

In our opinion, the count avers, with all requisite certainty, the pres- 
entation by the defendant for approval to an officer in the civil service 
of the United States, with intent to defraud the United States, of a 
false, fictitious, and fraudulent claim against the Government of the 
United States, he well knowing the same to be false, fictitious, and fraud- 
ulent. This covers every element of the offense described in the statute; 
it gives the defendant, as well as the court, notice sufficiently specific 
of the charge against him, and is sufficiently definite to enable him to 
plead his conviction or acquittal, should he ever be again indicted ior 
the same offense. 

It is alleged, as ground of demurrer to the third count, in addition to 
the grounds urged ajjainst the first count, and which we need not again 
particularly notice, that the presentation of the claim alleged in that 
count was a presentation to the district court of the United States, and 
to the Hon. John Bruce, district judge, therein presiding, neither of 
which allegations are within the statute, because the district court is 
not a person or officer in the civil service of the United States; and the 
Hon. John Bruce, district judge, is not an officer to whom the claim in 
this count described can be lawfully presented for approval. It is a 
presumption of the law that Congress legislates with intelligent pur- 
pose, and in view of the existing statutes. Before the passage of the 
act of February 22, 1875, heretofore mentioned, the accounts of marshals 
were required to be examiued and certified by the district judge before 
they were presented to the accounting officers of the Treasury (Rev. 
Stat., sec. 846), and if a deputy marshal presented a fraudulent claim 
against the United States to a district judge for his approval, he would 
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have been liable to the penalties in section 5438, on which the indict- 
ment is founded. It is claimed, in behalf of defendant, that, by the 
passage of the act of February 22, 1S75, Cong^ress intended to require 
deputy marshals to present their claims in open court for approval, and 
that the act allows them to present false, fictitious, and fraudulent claims 
with impunity. We cannot believe that such was the purpose of this 
legislation, but, that, on the contrary, it was to provide additional guards 
against the presentation of false claims. 

The contention of the counsel for defense is, that the law only pun- 
ishes the presentation to a person or officer in the civil service of the 
United States of a fajse claim, and that when a false claim is presented 
for approval to the district court of the United States, in which the 
district judge is presiding, that that is not a presentation thereof to an 
olficer in the civil service of the United States. In other words, that 
a United States judge, in vacation, and when not engaged in the dis- 
charge of his usual duties, is an offioer in tlie civil service of the United 
States; but when engaged in holding a ti^rm of court, he ceasi*s to be 
an officer in the service of the United States, and his identity as such 
is lost, and he is only a court or a member of a court. We think that 
a United States judge is at all times an officer in the civil service of 
the United States, within the meaning of the statute, and that, when a 
claim is presented to a court of which he is the presiding officer, it is 
presented to an officer in the civil service of the United States. The 
act of approval or disapproval, required of the court, is not a judicial, 
but only a quasi judicial act ; for it is expressly made, by the act of Feb- 
ruary 22, 1875, subject to the revision of the accounting officers of the 
Treasury. We think an examination of section 1 of the act of 1875 will 
show, by its own terms, that when an account is presented to the court 
for approval, the judge acts as an officer in the civil service of the 
United States as well as a court. The section is somewhat disjointed ; 
but it declares in substance and effect that before any bill of costs in 
favor of clerks, marshals, and district attorneys shall be taxed by a judge 
or other officer it shall be presented to the district or circuit court, and 
that before any account in favor of the same officers, payable out of the 
Treasury, shall be allowed by any officer of the Treasury, it also shall be 
presented to the district or circuit court forapproval. The taxing of a bill 
of costs is synonymous with approval of a bill of costs. By the express 
terms of the section under consideration, when a bill of costs is pre- 
sented to a court, the judge taxes it. Kow, if the contention of counsel 
for defendant is sustained, when an account in favor of the marshal, 
which is, or at least may be, a bill of costs, is presented for approval to 
the same court, the court alone acts, and the judge does not, so that 
this absurd result follows, that when a claim against the Government is 
called a bill of costs, if it is a frauduh^nt bill, it is an offense against the 
law to present it for allowance ; but it the same identical bill, no mat- 
ter how false and fraudulent, is called an account, it may be presented 
to the court for allowance with impunity. A construction of the stat- 
ute which leads to such a result cannot be sound. 

Our conclusion is, that section 1 of the act of 1875 was not intended 
to relieve from the penalties prescribed by section 5438, on which the 
indictment is based, any person who should present for allowance to a 
district or circuit court of the United States a false and fraudulent 
claim against the Government, and that a presentation to the couft, 
under the act of February 22, 1875, is, within the meaning of section 
5438, a presentation to an officer in the civil service of the United 
States. 
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It is contended by counsel for the defendant that the account of a 
deputy marshal for his fees is not a claim against the United States^ 
but in the first count, the account presented to the marshal for ap- 
proval, and in the third count, the account presented to the district 
court for approval, are both averred to be accounts in favor of George 
Turner, the then late marshal, and not aciiounts in favor of the deputy 
marshal. 

The grounds of demurrer to the second and third counts of this 
indictment are identical, the counts themselves being, in all respects^ 
similar. All the grounds except one are based on the alleged uncer- 
tainty of the counts. Without going into a discussion of them, we are 
of opinion that the counts aver with requisite certainty all the elements 
of the offense which they are intended to charge. They aver, in the 
language of the statute, that the deputy marshal, as aforesaid, for the 
purpose of aiding to obtain the payment ot the claim aforesaid, which 
had been particularly described in the previous counts, did use a false 
affidavit of the correctness of said claim, he knowing the same to con- 
tain certain false, fraudulent, and fictitious statements and entries 
which are set out in haee verba. 

The remaining objection to the counts under consideration is, that 
they do not aver that the said false claim wAs ever presented for pay- 
ment to or by any person or officer in the civil, milita'y, or nav^al serv- 
ice of the United States. This grouud of demurrer, we are of opinion, 
is not well taken. The words of the statute, upou which these cjounts 
are based, of themselves, fully, directly, and expressly, without uncer- 
tainty or ambiguity, set forth all the elements necessary to constitute the 
offense intended to be punished. The counts under consideration aver 
all these elements with a requisite certainty and particularity. It is 
not, therefore, necessary to make other averments. (United States vs. 
Carll, 105 U. S. R., 611.) 

Section 5438, on which all the counts of this indictment are founded, 
is a broad and comprehensive enactment. It is intended to punish the 
presenting for approval or payment of any false and fraudulent claim 
against the United States to any person or officer in any branch of the 
service of the United States, or the use of any false receipt, voucher, 
account, certificate, or affidavit, to obtain, or aid in obtaining, the ap- 
proval or payment of any false and fraudulent claim. The elements of 
the different offenses described in the statute lie within narrow limits. 
We are of opinion that the several counts of this indictment sufficiently 
describe these offenses, and sufficiently charge the dt'fendant. Our con- 
clusion, therefore, is that the demurrer to the indictment and the sev- 
eral counts thereof should be overruled, and it is so ordered.

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APPOINTMENT OF DEPUTY MARSHALS.

Sir : The Department is informed that deputy marshals in some dis- 
tricts employ one or more assistants to serve process, make arrests, and 
transport prisoners, who are called " bailiffs," or "special deputies." 
This employment is unauthorized by law. No deputy will be allowed in 
his accounts for services rendered by any "bailiff," "special deputy ,'' 
or other person appointed by himself to make service. 

No deputy is permitted to swear to any account, or item of an ac- 
count, other than for services actually rendered by himself under war- 
rant of law. 

Any marshal who knowingly permits a deputy to swear to an account 
for services hereafter performed by persons other than himself will com- 
mit an offense that warrants removal.
